A PROSPECTIVE ADVANUE iN 
MIXED PAINTS. 

Owing to the recent marked advance 
in the cost of raw materials entering 
into the manufacture of ready-mixed 
paints, it has become a question how 
to maintain the quality of the pro- 
duct and still conduct the business of 
manufacturing at a profit. Of course, an 
advance in the selling price at once 
suggests itself, but that is not so 
simple a matter as it would seem, as 
there are many manufacturers, com- 
petition for trade is keen, and there 
are not wanting those who would take 
advantage of such a course by competi- | 
tors to undermine their trade, even at | 
a slight present loss, hoping that a 
turn in the market for the crude ma- | 
terials would later amply reimburse | 
them. There are also others who 
would not hesitate to cheapen their 
product, claiming them to be fully up | 
to standard quality and purity, and | 
thus demoralize trade. The idea of 
concerted and practically unanimous | 
action on the part of the manufactur- 
ers therefore presented itself and it 
was thought the time for concerted ac- 
tion being propitious, it would meet 
with general favor. The situation was 
discussed by a number of prominent 
manufacturers, and they decided to | 
communicate with the trade at large, | 
asking an expression of opinion of the 
feasibility of meeting at a central point 
with a view to advancing the price of | 
ready-mixed paints. To the inquiry the 
replies were numerous, and a= very} 
large proportion of the more promi- | 
nent manufacturers evidenced sym- 
pathy with the movement and prom- 
ised their support.

OUR OPIUM REPORTS 


The attention of those 
called to the unusually 
ports on opium which the Reporter 
now receiving from its correspondents 
at primary sources. The inauguration 
of this cable and mail service 
will prove of inestimable value to those 
interested in the gum, and no one who 
regularly reads the communications 
will be otherwise than completely 
posted as to the situation in Constanti- 
nople, Smyrna and the poppy growing 
districts. 

The largest holder of opium in Tur- 
key to-day has evidently had, 
since the harvesting of the small 1898 
crop, a lively appreciation of the 
strong statistical position of the gun 
and accordingly started in to 
the market last Fall. This was 
tinued until about thirty ‘days ago 
when, having exhausted the supply of 
bearish ammunition and having 
raled a sufficient quantity of the gum 
to make the turnover of liberal di- 
mensions, diametrically opposite tac- 
tics were instituted and in vogur 
to-day. Just what the outcome of this 
shrewd and interesting opium mar 
ket manipulation will is rather at 
present uncertain, but the odds seem 
decidedly in favor of the speculators. 
There no gainsaying the fact that 
the stocks in Turkey at this time are 
the lowest on record, and there is bare 
ly sufficient tide things until 
the next crop appears in the market. 
The bulk of the existing stock at pri- 
mary sources is held by the specula- 
tors; a large portion of the stock in 
America is also in outside hands, and 
legitimate dealers and consumers seem 
to have none too plentiful 
While the prospects of an averag: 
crop may serve to retard any decided

FIRMER. 
For some time past the quotation 
for yellow prussiate of potash of do- 
mestic manufacture has remained 


stationary at sixteen cents per pound. 
During this time the demand has been 


of largest consumption, but this year 
the demand seems to have set in much 
earlier. Supplies in manufacturers’ 
hands have consequently been reduced 
to a low point, causing holders to be- 
come very firm in their views, and to 
be conservative in offering the 
plies they control. 

Recently, with the coming of better 
in most 
the cost of the various 
materials used in the manufacture of 
prussiate of potash has increased. This, 
without a corresponding advance in the 
manufactured article, has caused the 
manufacturers’ margin of profit to be- 
come very small. Consequently the 
production has not been pushed to its 
greatest extent, and has not been equal 
to the requirements for consumption. 
Several years ago the production was

very large, and since then large stocks 
have been carried over from season to 
season. This surplus believed to 
have now been entirely absorbed, mak- 
mg it necessary to increase the output 
to supply current requirements, 
Another condition which will help to 
bring about an advance may be found 
in the fact that the domestic make of 
yellow prussiate of potash has been 
Selling at a lower figure than the for- 
eign would cost laid down in New York, 
The prevailing opinion is to the effect

ent good demand, advances in quota- 
tions for domestic may be expected

This feat- 
ure, in addition to the fact that for a 
few weeks the number of fish caught 
at the Sondmore and Nordmore grounds

To 
the casual observer, this weakness 
was inexplicable, in view of the fact 
that the results of the fishing de- 
teriorated after the first few weeks, in 
so far as the number of cod caught was 
concerned, and to-day the 1899 catch is 
about 5,000,000 fish behind that of 1898. 
Quality, however, and not quantity, is 
the desirable and most important feat- 
ure in cod, and, as above stated, qual- 
ity has this year more than amply 
supplied the deficit that would other- 
wise have accrued from the compara- 
tively light catch. 

To-day local holders are firmer in 
their views than they have been for 
the past three months, and some have 
marked up their quotations for oil. 
What the future will bring forth is to 
a great extent problematical, in view of 
the fact that we have yet to hear of 
the results of the Finmarken fishing, 
which does not close until June. If the 
record made on the Sondmore, Nord- 
more and Lofoten grounds is duplicated 
at Finmarken, we may expect. still 
cheaper oil. If, however, the fishing 
turns out to be poor and the yield of oil 
to be correspondingly small, the situa- 
tion would then be in favor of the 
seller.

PEPPERMINT OIL PROSPECTS. 


Peppermint has been conspicuous 
mong essential oils thus far in 1899 by 
its weak position. In fact, it has 


lacked anything approaching to firm- 
ness for a period of a year or more, or, 
to be exact, since the advent of the oil 
distilled from the 1897 crop. In the fall 
of 1896 bulk oil was priced at $1.30@1.40, 
which at that time considered a 
low figure. At all events, dealers were 
not backward in laying in liberal sup- 
plies. A weak feeling first became man- 
ifest when the extent of the prospective 
1897 crop was known, and when that 
year’s heavy distillation of oil became 
an actual factor in the market, values in 
New York settled at about $1@$1.15 for 
oil in bulk. The equivalent figures in 
the producing market were considered

DECREASED PETROLEUM EX- 
PORTS. 


The official statistics of the exports 
of petroleum and its products during 
the nine months of the fiscal year (July 
to March inclusive) shows the effect of 
the higher prices ruling during the 
corresponding period of the year be- 
fore. The producers are constantly 
clamoring for advance in the price of 
their product, and claim that the price 
of crude at the wells must be well 
above one dollar per barrel to make 
the business profitable, and whenever 
the price falls considerably below one 
dollar complaints are loud that the 
business is threatened with ruin. We 
have repeatedly pointed out that there 
lay a greater danger to the prosperity 
of the industry in high prices than‘ in 
low prices. It probably does not pay 
to drill indiscriminately in the search 
for extensions and new pools when the 
price of the product falls below, say, 
eighty cents per barrel, but, on the other 
hand, the scramble for locations and 
the inconsiderate selection of locations 
generally following an advance of the 
price much above the dollar mark, re- 
sults in a higher proportion of dry 
holes, but this uncertainty as to re- 
sults is of little effect, as a good strike 
only stimulates to greater activity by 
the greater income assured by high 


prices. The record of exports, however, | 


is conclusive evidence that higher 
prices for the crude product may not 
be regarded as an unmixed blessing by 
the producer. The total exports during 
the nine months 


is a decrease of 69,959,000 gallons from 
the amount exported during the corre- 
sponding period of the fiscal year pre- 
ceding. Some of the products, as lubri- 
cating oils and residuum, show an in- | 
crease in the amounts exported. These 
latter do not show a relative increase 
in price covering this period, and are 
consequently not affected. The ex- 
ports of illuminating oil show a de- 
crease of 88,861,000 gallons, and, not- 
withstanding this decrease, the de- 
clared valuation was only $3,035,000 
less. The total exports showed a de- 
crease in valuation of only $1,340,000. 
The conclusion is inevitable that the 
higher prices are accountable for the 
decreased exports. The higher cost 
abroad induces the dealers to favor 
competing oils and the Continental 
consumers, who regard price of more 
consequence than quality, will use the 
cheaper oil.

The Southern Oil Company has drilled 
its well on the Cree farm, at Conway, 
through the Big Injun, and has a dust- 
er. In the same development the 
Fisher Oil Company has drilled 40 feet 
into the Big Injun at its test on the L. 
Grimm farm and has found nothing.

Operations in the shallow sand district 
in Wood county are declining. The ter- 
ritory has been very fully defined and 
drilled over. Some locations that were

producing limits have been abandoned. 
The United States Oil Company got a 
15-barrel pumper at its No. 1 on the 
Bush farm. 


Indiana gas and oil well drillers are 
forming a combine for the purpose of 
advancing prices. They justify their 
stand on the ground that the price of 
pipe has advanced, and now $120 ex- 
penditure is necessary in casing one 
well. The average cost of wells has 
been about $800. By the new price it 
will be $1,000. 


The Supervisors yesterday entered 
into a contract with L. B. De Camp, of 
Los Angeles, to sprinkle some of the 
country roads during the summer 
months with crude petroleum, at a cost 
of $204.60 per mile. The contract is an 
experiment to test De Camp’s process 
for allaying dust. He will have six- 
teen miles to operate on. 


The advance of 5 cents a barrel in 
the credit balance price of Scio crude 
has stimulated operations and only the 
scarcity of producing territory prevents 
a repetition of the busy, bustling ac- 
tivity of two months ago. The indis- 
criminate crowding of lease lines is go- 
ing to reduce the profits on some of the 
leases that otherwise would have paid 
handsomely. 


Arrangements by which English cap- 
italists will take hold of and develop 
the petroleum fields of Alaska near the 
mouth of Copper River have been per- 
fected in London by the Alaska De- 
velopment Company, of Seattle, which 
owns or controls the vast oll deposits 
discovered about two years ago by R. 
C, Johnston, then of San Francisco, but 
now a resident of Seattle. 


News has been received in Montreal 
of the formation in London of the Can- 
ada Petroleum Company, with a capi- 
tal of £300,000, to acquire a tract of 
about 45,000 acres of oil land in the 
Gaspe peninsula, in lower Canada. This 
fact has revived interest in the oil 
flelds of that region, concerning the op- 
erations in which by the petroleum oil 
trust of London there has been some 
mystery. 


The deep sand territory in Monon- 
galia county is proving the most 
profitable in West Virginia at the pres- 
ent time and the excitement is intense. 
Last Tuesday the sixth well came in 
on the Eddy farm, which, when opera- 
tions began, was thought to be the 
rankest of wildcat territory. There is 
room for four more wells on the farm, 
and the total production will not be 
short of 2,500 barrels a day. 


Oil has been found at Cambridge, 
Ohio, and the excitement is intense. 
The city is full of oil men from Sisters- 
ville, Parkersburg, Pittsburgh, Buffalo, 
and Cleveland, watching developments. 
Saturday the well on the Black farm, 
on the edge of the city, was drilled in 
and plugged. R. E. Cornelius, who has 
about two acres of land near the well, 
was offered $2,000 and an eighth inter- 
est from Pittsburgh parties. The well 
has not yet been shot and will not be 
until the land is leased or bought. A 
stockholder in the company said the 
well would probably produce from 30 to 
50 barrels per day. There is great ac- 
tivity in leases, 
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The shallow sand development on the 
Ohio side, opposite the Wood county 
pool, shows a great decrease in opera- 
tions. The last five wells completed 
show the erratic nature of the Cow Run 
sand. Ernest & Co. got a duster on the 
Cleveland Stone Company’s tract. The 
United States Oil Company finished a 
two-barrel well at its No. 2 Cassidy and 
got a producer that started at 400 bar- 
rels a day at its No, 8 Whittekind. 


Pleasants county operators are punc- 
turing the Cow Run sand territory with 
the greatest energy and meeting with 
very satisfactory results. In the past 
four weeks 25 wells have been compliet- 
ed. Of the number eight proved to be 
dusters. The new production of the 17 
producing wells averaged 42% barrels 
to the well. The best producer was the 
National Oil Company’s No. 7 on the 
D. and I. Reynolds farm. It started at 
150 barrels a day. 


The experimental wells on the outside 
and far in advance of the Scio develop- 
ment are not of the kind that will stim- 
ulate operations in their respective lo- 
ecalities. There are dozens of the same 
kind drilling or starting in various 
parts of Harrison county, and some of 
them may tap a new pool. The vicinity 
of Bowerstown has been looked upon 
with a good deal of favor as a likely 
place to find a pool, but two additional 
dusters within the past week have 
negatived the probability of attaining 
the desired results. 

The Seep purchasing azeney has de- 
cided to open a buyers’ vffice at Scio. 
The production of the field warrants 
this concession on the part of the pur- 
chasing agency, and will be greatly ap- 
preciated by resident Scio producers 
and royalty owners. Heretofore Scio 
producers have had to sell their oil at 
the Pittsburgh, McDonald, Marietta or 
some other purchasing office of the Seep 
Purchasing Agency. The production of 
the field stands close to 5,000 barrels a 
day. There has been a noticeable de- 
cline in the production of town lot wells. 


Superintendent Pettigrew of the park 
system of Boston, Mass., has been try- 
ing the experiment of sprinkling the 
roads in the parkway with crude pe- 
troleum oil in the place of water to 
hold the dust. So far the test has 
proved highly satisfactory, and the su- 
perintendent feels confident that his ex- 
perimenting will result in a permanent 
success. The idea has lately been in- 
troduced by some of the railroads in 
that city, and has given very satisfac- 
tory results. The oil is sprinkled over 
the surface of the street and immedl- 
ately forms a layer or crust, which 
hardens at once. Yet it does not be- 
come so hard that dust will collect over 
it, but remains soft enough to absorb 
and collect all the dust without becom- 
ing sticky. 


The Raymilton oil field is now at- 
tracting more attention than any other 
producing territory in Venango or any 
of the surrounding counties. A few 
wells within the limits of Raymilton 
Borough have been producing oil in 
small quantities for the past thirty 
years, but it has been within the last 
eight years that operations have been 
the most active, and hundreds of wells 
have been drilled. It remains for the 
Minerva Oil Company, of Minerva, 
Ohio, to open up the biggest surprise 
that this county has had in many 
years. When they drilled their first 
well on the Smith farm, south of Ray- 
milton, over four months ago, such a 
pressure of gas was found with the 
first bit on top of the sand, that drill- 
ing had to be stopped, and it was de- 
cided to drill other wells, using this 
gas as fuel. When their No. 2 was 
drilled into the sand it started to flow 
at the rate of 60 barrels per day, the 
largest started flowing at the rate of 
100 barrels per day. 





~ OBITUARY. 


The death of Clarence H. Lippmann, 
a member of the export and commis- 
sion firm of Mario, Liebmann & Co., on 
April 16 last, which was briefly noted 
in the last issue of the Reporter, re- 
moved a familiar, respected figure 
from the Produce Exchange and from 
the ranks of New York’s commission 
merchants. 

The cause of Mr. Lippmann’s death 
was appendicitis, superinduced by a se- 
vere cold which he contracted on a 
business trip to Newport News. An op- 
eration was performed on him the day 
before he died, but this radical treat- 
ment was administered too late, as he 
never recovered from the shock, 

Mr. Lippmann was 34 years of age, 
and leaves a widow and three children. 
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He had been a member of the firm of 
Mario, Liebmann & Co. for the last 
four years. Prior to that he was en- 
gaged as a broker in chemicals, etc. 
The body was interred in Woodlawn 
Cemetery.

He served in all positions, from 
the very lowest up, and thoroughly ac- 
quired and mastered every detail of the 
drug business. When early in the Ss 
the firm of Richardson & Co., was incor- 
porated, Mr. Richardson became its 
vice-president and manager, which posi- 
tion he held until the fire occurred on the 
Ist of January, 1889. Having been a very 
hard worker during his lifetime his 
health had suffered considerably, and he 
did not feel well enough to cope with the 
difficulties of re-establishing his business, 
and the firm of Richardson & Co, went 
out of the drug business in St. Louis. In 
the many years of his active life while 
engaged in the drug business Mr. Rich- 
ardson built up one of the greatest drug 
business that modern times has ever seen, 
and when we consider that this was ac- 
complished in the face of the keenest 
competition, his success certainly was 
wonderful, and has seldom been equaled, 

The personal life of Mr. Richardson 
was of the strictest integrity, loyal to his 
friends at all times, and many of us here 
who have had the pleasure of intercourse 
with him will attest that rarely have they 
met a man of nobler instincts, more geni- 
al companionship, a man to whom no one 
appealed in vain, who extended to friends 
and acquaintances at all times the warm 
hand of friendship. Few men in com- 
mercial pursuits here in the city have 
contributed more to make St. Louis a 
great market for drugs and kindred ar- 
ticles. His brain was ever on the alert 
to bring business and new trade, not 
alone to his own house, but to St. Louis.

In the case of R. F. Downing & Co., 
the Board of General Appraisers has 
rendered the following decision, pre- 
pared by Col. Tichenor: 

The merchandise in question here, 
which is described in the invoices either 
as “teerol,” ‘“‘tar oil,” ‘‘coal tar oil,” or 
as “dead oil,” is a liquid substance of a 
dark brown color, somewhat similar in 
appearance and odor to so-called dead 
creosote oil, but is thicker—more 
—and has a_ higher’ specific 













or 
resinous 
gravity. 

It was returned by the appraiser in 
some instances as “‘distilled oil,’’ and in 
others as “chemical compound,” and 
was assessed for duty at 25 per cent. ad 
valorem under the provisions of para- 
graph 3, act of July 24, 1897. The pro- 
testants claim that it is exempt from 
duty under the provision in paragraph 
464 for “carbolic acid,” or in paragraph 
524 for ‘dead or creosote oil,’’ or that dt 
is dutiable at 10 per cent. ad valorem or 
at 20 per cent, ad valorem under section 
6 and paragraph 15 of said act. 

Samples of a number of the importa- 
tions of the merchandise were analyzed 
at different times by chemists in the 
laboratory connected with the Apprais- 
ers’ Department at this port, which of- 
ficers reported, in effect, that it consist- 
ed of a chlorinated distillate of coal tar; 
was the article known as “carbolineum” 
and was made by treating coal tar dead 
oil with chlorine or chlorine compounds, 
and was not a color or dye. It is also 
in evidence that a sample of the mer- 
chandise was analyzed by Dr. Jayne, a 
well-known chemist of Philadelphia, 
who found it “to be a patented article, 
composed of anthracin oil, a product of 
coal tar, treated with chlorine gas or 
chloride of zinc, the idea being that the 
oil becomes a heavier body and more 
resinous, and therefore better adapted 
to the treatment and preservation of 
wood.” 

It appears from the invoices and from 
other evidence in the cases that the 
merchandise comes from R,. Avenarius 
& Co., of Stuttgart, Germany, and that 
the ultimate consignees are the Carboli- 
neum Wood Preserving Company, of 
Milwaukee, Wis., and C. S. McKinney, 
of Nashville, Tenn., or of New York 
city, N. Y., by whom it is advertised as 
a proprietary article protected by reg- 
istered trade-mark and as being the 
best and “only practical wood preserver 
known;” that it “is a heavy antiseptic 
oil for impregnating wood” * * * and 
“is an excellent paint for barns, stables 
or other outhouses, giving them a beau- 
tiful brown color” (exhibits 7 and 9), 
and numerous testimonials are pre- 
sented in which it is referred to as 
“carbolineum wood preserving oil,’

U. S. currency per American gallon. 

It clearly appears from the evidence 
that the article in question has an es- 
tablished and well known trade desig- 
nation differing from dead or creosote 
oil (and from carbolic acid), and that it 
differs therefrom essentially in its con- 
stituents, qualities and the uses tv 
which it may be applied. Indeed, the 
only evidence indicating its similarity to 
dead or creosote oll is in the testimony 
of two of the witnesses (MacLagan and 
Comer), which was based merely upon 
the physical appearance and smell of 
samples of the article, and not upon 
technical or practical tests thereof. It 
is, and has been for a great many years, 
known in commerce as “‘carbolineum,” 
or as “carbolineum = avenarius;” a 
proprietary article and subject of pat- 
ent. (See Batterson vs. Magone, 48 Fed. 
Rep. 289; Claflin et al. vs. Robertson, 38 
Fed. Rep. 93; Sidenberg vs. Robertson, 
41 Fed. Rep. 765.) 

The board found in G. A, 3,548, from 
the report of the Government chemist, 
that an importation of merchandise like 
this in question was a product of the 
distillation of wood tar, and held that 
it was dutiable under the provision in 
paragraph 60, tariff act of 1894, for 
“distilled oils.”’ In the suit of R. F. 
Downing & Co. vs. The United States in 
the Circuit Court for the Southern Dis- 
trict of New York, appealed from the 
board’s decision, it was found from fur- 
ther evidence taken in the case that the 
article was a product of coal tar, not a

distilled oil and the court decided that it 
was free of duty under the provisions of 
paragraph 443, act of Aug. 20, 1894, for 
preparations and products of coal tar 
not medicinal nor colors or dyes. The 
question was not raised in the board’s 
decision as to whether or not the use of 
chlorine in its manufacture took it out 


of the provision for coal tar products or 
preparations. 

Paragraph 60 of the act of 1894 pro- 
vided for “Products or preparations 
known as * * * distilled oils,” ete., 
whereas the corresponding paragraph 
(3) in the present tariff act, provides 
for * * * “distiled oils,” etc., without 
the qualifying words “known as,” thus 
making the provision descriptive and 
not subject to the rule of commercial 
designation. It is beyond dispute that 
the basic material of the merchandise in 
question is a distillate of coal tar, and 
whether answering to the description of 
“dead or creosote oil,” “heavy oil of coal 
tar,” or of “anthracin oil,” or “green 
oil,” the word “oil” is always used, and 
it is thus a distilled oil. 

Chlorine or chlorine gas, or chloride 
of zinc are not, however, constituents of 
coal tar, or of any of the bodies ob- 
tained therefrom, and by the use of 
either one or the other of these, in com- 
bination with basic materials other and 
different bodies are formed—chemical 
compounds—whereby _ their antiseptic 
properties are intensified, their specific 
gravity raised, and they are rendered 
less volatile when exposed to the air. 
The resinous, or oily, quality of the ar- 
ticle is also increased, thereby giving it 
sufficient body to be applied as a paint 
with a brush, also increasing its drying 
qualities and imparting a gloss to the 
surface when dry. The color is also 
changed to a more reddish brown and 
thus made more desirable when applied 
as a paint. The radical change thus 
produced in the character of the article 
is furthermore and most strikingly 
shown by the fact that its wholesale 
price, in the foreign market and in this 
country, is three or four times greater 
than that of dead or creosote oil, and 
also much more than for carbolic acid. 
The value of merchandise alone is often 
an important aid in determining its 
classification. (See Smith vs. Rhein- 
strom et al. 65 Fed. Rep. 985; Jacot et 
al. vs. The United States, Ibid 416.) 

We find as matter of fact: 

(1) That the merchandise in question 























is @ proprietary article secured by pat- 
ent or registered trademark, and is 
known in the commerce of the United 
States as “carbolineum,’ or as “carbo- 
lineum avenarius,” and was so known 
on July 24, 1897, and prior thereto. 

(2) That it is not the article which 
was known at the time of the passage 
of the present tariff act, or prior there- 
to, nor since as “dead, or creosote oil.” 

(3) That it is not carbolic acid. 

(4) That it is a chemical compound, 
consisting of a combination of oils dis- 
tilled from coal tar and of other sub- 





stances, 
The protests are overruled on all 
grounds. 
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(Special Correspondence to the Reporter.) 
Synthetic Indigo Free of Duty. 


Washington, April 28, 1899. 

The Treasury Department has decid- 
ed not to appeal from the decision of 
the Board of General Appraisers de- 
claring synthetic indigo manufactured 
from coal-tar products to be free of 
duty as “indigo,” under paragraph 580 
of the free list. This case is attracting 
more attention than any controversy 
concerning classification or rate of duty 
that has been broached in the depart- 
ment for a long time. The magnitude 
of the interests involved, together with 
their peculiar character, have been 
counted upon by those who have advo- 
cated a duty on synthetic indigo to in- 
duce the department to appeal the case, 
and urgent representations have been 
made to the effect that the department 
is establishing an unfortunate prece- 
dent in failing to carry to the highest 
court an issue of such moment. The de- 
partment officials, however, answer 
these contentions by pointing out that 
there is really no issue which can be 
taken up on which more light could be 
shed than was received during the very 
thorough exafhination by the Board of 
General Appraisers. The department 
also holds that the mere form and 
phraseology of the tariff act of 1897 can 
not be held to be significant in this case 
for the special reason that the same 
conditions prevailed under the act of 
1894. The decisions, both of the Gen- 
eral Appraisers and of the courts, in- 
cluding those of the United States Su- 
preme Court, recognize the principle 
that if a law has been in force for a 
term of years and has been adminis- 
tered literally, it is assumed that when 
Congress takes it up for revision and 
makes no change in the special feature 
referred to, it is because the interpreta- 
tion of the executive officials is in ac- 
cordance with the Congressional view 
of the statute. 

It is an interesting fact in this con- 
nection that fifty-three thousand 
pounds of synthetic indigo were im- 
ported by parties in interest in this 
case under the tariff act of 1894 and ad- 
mitted free as “indigo,” under exactly 
similar conditions to those prevailing 
at the present time. 

The full text of the decision of the 
Treasury Department not to appeal is 
set forth in the following letter ad- 
dressed to the counsel for the Dry- 
salters’ Club of Boston, Mass.: 

“The Department is in receipt of your 
letter of the 18th inst., inclosing copy of 
your brief filed before the Board of Gen- 
eral Appraisers at New York in the mat- 
ter of the dutiable classification of so- 
called synthetic indigo prepared from coal- 
tar products held by the Board on the 
28th ultimo in G. A. 4,398 to be properly 
entitled to free entry under the enumera- 
tio nfor ‘indigo’ as appearing in para- 
graph 580 of the tariff act of July 24, 1897. 

“You call attention to the arguments 
contained in said brief and also to those 
orally presented at the Department im 
support of your contention that synthetic 
indigo is not the indigo of commerce con- 
templated by paragraph 580 of the free 
list of the act of July 24, 1897, and is duti- 
able as assessed by the Collector of Cus- 
toms at New York in conformity with 
Department's instructions of July 13 last. 
You, therefore, renew your recommenda- 
tion that the Department file an appeal | 
from the said act of June 10, 1890, in order 
that the question at issue may be re- 
viewed in the U. 8S. Circuit Court for the 
Southern District of New York.

“In the absence, therefore, of any spe- 
cific provision in the tariff act of July 
24, 1897, it is the opinion of this Depart- 
ment that the decision of the Board of 
General Appraisers is correct, and no ap- 
peal will be directed therefrom on behalf 
of this Department.”

Ammonia and Cyanides. 


The great source of ammonia is still 
the gas works, but other sources are 
becoming of very considerable impor- 
tance. 

Those of most prominence in Britain 
are compared below for the years 1886 
and 1897:

In the distillation of coal in the gas 
works, a small proportion only of the 
nitrogen is obtained as ammonia; 50 per 
cent. of it remains in the coke, 30 per 
cent., or thereabouts, goes into the gas; 
12 to 14 per cent. is obtained directly 
as ammonia, 2 per cent. as hydrocyanic 
acid compounds, and 1% per cent. is in 
the coal tar in the form of nitrogen 
bases. As coke contains such a large 
amount of nitrogen some attempt has 
been made to produce ammonia from it 
by heating it in the presence of steam. 
The greatest heat is supplied when the 
coke and the steam first come into con- 
tact. Aammonia is now made in the 
newer fomms of coking ovens. In the 
Beehive coking ovens which constitute 
98 per cent. of those at present in use 
in this country, the gases as they es- 
cape burn at the mouth of the ovens, 
and so are lost, not even being used 
for heating purposes. Lately, however, 
other coking ovens, such as the Otto 
and the Semet-Solvay have been intro- 
duced. These ovens are more expen- 
sive at the outset and if the coke were 
the only valuable product, 
more expensive in the running, but 
when account is taken of the products 
that are wasted in the Beehive oven 
and are made use of in the Otto and 
Semet-Solvay, the latter are most eco- 
nomical and will probably replace the 
old forms as they wear out. The 
amount of ammonium sulphate recov- 
ered is about 20 lbs, to the ton of coal. 

A very important process for obtain- 
ing ammonia is that which was sug- 
gested by Mond some ten years ago, 
but which has only lately come into 
prominence. Mond pointed out that the 
ordinary fuels contain 1.2 to 1.6 per 
cent. of nitrogen, which in the ordi- 
nary producers is lost. By introduc- 
ing 2% tons of steam along with the

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air for every ton of coal in the pro- 
ducer, and using as low a temperature 
as is compatible with the burning of 
the fuel, it has been found possible to 
obtain nearly one hundred pounds of 
ammonium sulphate for every ton of 


coal. About two-thirds of the steam 


passes on with the gas (apparently the 


large excess of steam is needed, in or- 
der to regulate the temperature or by 
dilution to prevent the decomposition 
of the ammonia), but half of it is re- 
covered after the extraction of the am- 
monia and returned to the producer. 
About 40 per cent. of the gas which 
passes through the scrubbers is com- 
bustible, mainly carbon monoxide and 
hydrogen, and its heating power is 70 
to 75 per cent, as great as that of the 
coal from which it was obtained. Its 
use can be so regulated, however, that 
for practical purposes it is nearly as 
effective a heating a~ent as the coal, 
and it has the great advantage of be- 
ing smokeless. In cities, gas fuel might 
be supplied in this way to the ordinary 
consumer at no greater to him 
and with a very considerable margin of 
profit to the manufacturer. Mond has 
himself made use of the gases for the 
manufacture of steel, having arranged 
a plant for the purpose, The Mond 
process has been introduced into this 
country, and is in use in Syracuse. 
Another source of ammonia, which 
has been patented, is the utilization of 
sugar house waste by ignition of a 
mixture of molasses with alkali alumi- 
nate, but so far the process has not 
proved to be very satisfactory, A very 
important source of ammonia, though 


cost 


not very much developed as yet, is 
garbage. The method by which am- 


monia is obtained is the steam-render- 
ing process, usually known as the Ar- 
nold process. One thousand to fifteen 
hundred tons of garbage a day collect- 
ed from New York and Brooklyn are 
digested with water and steam and the 
liquors evaporated. From this it will 


be possible to obtain 2,400,000 lbs. of 
ammonia in the form of fertilizer every 
year. 

A method of obtaining ammonia, 


Which has, however, not passed the la- 
boratory stage, makes use of the nitro- 
gen of the air in producing nitrides of 
such elements as magnesium, titanium, 
silicon and borium in the electric fur- 
nace. These nitrides give ammonia 
when acted on by water. 

Closely connected with the manufac- 
ture of ammonia is that of the cyan- 
ides, not only from the fact that they 
are frequently formed together, but 
also because ammonia can be formed 
from cyanide by the action of super- 
heated steam, and on the other hand 
ammonia is sometimes made use of in 
the manufacture of cyanides. If either 
one of them is formed very cheaply, it 
would probably become a very impor- 
tant source of the other. Cyanogen is 
obtained from the gas of coke ovens, 
the temperature being a very important 
factor, there being nearly ten times as 
much produced at 950° as at 900°, 

There has been some work done on 
the fixation of atmospheric nitrogen 
by carbon compound, In an atmos- 
phere of nitrogen, containing vapors of 
alcohols, ethers, phenols and similar 
compvuunds, under the influence of elec- 
ivric fusion, nitrogen is fixed and hydro- 
gen eliminated. 

A method of more practical value is 
that by which cyanide is made from 
carbon, caustic potash and ammonia, 
either alone or mixed with carbon mon- 
oxide and nitrogen. In all the forms 
of the process not*more than 30 per 
cent. of the ammonia is converted into 
cyanide, and by many experts the proc- 
ess is not considered very promising, 
but a very good cyanide is obtained. 
In one of the best forms 1,000 parts of 
potash is heated to 900° C. in a crucible, 
100 parts of carbon added, and a rapid 
stream of ammonia passed through the 
mixture. As the carbon is used up, 
more is introduced in the form of dust 
By passing 
a mixture of ammonia and coal gas 
over carbon heated to 1,180° C., Benja- 
min claims to convert 60% of the am- 
monia into cyanogen. Cyanides, geno- 
cyanides and thiocyanates may be 
made by fusing a mixture of alkaline 
sulphide with iron carbide and passing 
nitrogen through the mixture. 

There is, besides, the various meth- 
ods by which atmospheric or other ni- 
trogen is converted directly into cyan- 
ide, another process by which a thio- 
cyanate is first produced and afterward 
converted into cyanide. 

Ammonia heated with carbon bisul- 
phide gives sulphuretted hydrogen and 
ammonium thiocyanate (2NH,+CS,=H, 
S+NH,CNS), which latter is converted 
into the calcium salt, and that into the 
potassium salt, which is desulphurized 














by iron (KCNS+F,=KCN-+F,S). Of 
about 10,000 tons of potassium cyanide 
manufactured, from one-sixth to one- 
fifth is made synthetically. 

A mixture of potassium and sodium 
cyanide, which pure, being free from 
carbonate, is obtained by heating yel- 
low prussiate of potash mith metallic 
sodium. 

Cyanides are also made in the electric 
furnace, but so far not on the manu- 
facturing scale,

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Asphalt Deposits of Middle Park, 


Colorado. 
BY H. A. LEE. 

Some interest has been aroused of 
late in the discovery of asphaltum in 
the Middle Park, Grand County, Colo. 
During the past year an attempt has 
been made to explore the deposits, and 
considerable work has been done to as- 
certain their character and extent, Lit- 
tle has been accomplished, however, in 
this respect. The deposits consist, as 
far as discovered, of small fissures in 
the cretaceous formation extending 
along 106th meridian north of latitude 
40 degrees, as described by Hayden, 

These fissures seem to cut the forma- 
tion, which dips to the west and seems 
to be the eastern extremity of the cre- 
taceous sandstones of Utah and West- 
ern Colorado, The veins have an incli- 
nation of from 20 degrees to 40 degrees, 
depending on the slope or incline of the 
surface. The elevation is about 10,500 
feet. The country is very mountainous, 
cut by deep gulches or water courses, 
and is heavily timbered. The snowfall 
is heavy and lies upon the ground late 
in the Spring. The surface is com- 
pletely disintegrated and the formation 
is covered with a heavy wash, in some 
cases 50 feet deep, making prospecting 
very difficult. 

The size of the veins discovered va- 
ries from a mere seam in the formation 
to disconnected pockets of from 4 .o 6 
feet in width. The vein completely 
pinches out at about 50 feet below the 
surface from the weight of the forma- 
tion above the incline. The veins show 
strong volcanic action, the formation 
being heavily stained for considerable 
distance either side of the streak, and 
action of the gases emitted is noticeable 
throughout the transverse seams in the 
rock for a distance of from 50 to 100 
feet. 

The product, so far as ascertained, is 
of two kinds. A hard, brownish sub- 
stance, having a smooth fracture, though 
tough and granular in its structure, 
readily fusible over flame, will not melt 
of itself, but soluble under heat in oil 
and soluble cold in benzole. In solution 





it is dark black in appearance and 
lustrous. This seems to have been 
subjected to a very high’ tem- 
perature, fills the outcrop of the 
vein and seems to be the general 


character of the deposits for a distance 
50 feet in depth, or down to the pinch 
in the vein. Another product is found 
in pockets or swells in the vein, which 
seems to have been a secondary flow, 
much deeper in appearance, very brit- 
tle, with conchoidal fracture, granular 
structures with brownish powder and 
appears to be a similar product to the 
unitaite or gilsonite of the Utah fields, 
This, too, is wanting in volatile matter, 
easily fusible under flame, but will not 
melt of itself. It is soluble in oil, but at 
300 degrees F. This would appear to be 


the character of the product below, 
though it is believed it will become 
more soluble without excessive heat 


and contain more volatile matter as 
depth is gained. 

The basin to the east of these de- 
posits and in the country west of 
Grand Lake in many places shows an 
gverflow of Brea, but its source has not 
been found. The deposits so far dis- 
covered are almost inaccessible, owing 
to the distance, 60 miles, from the near- 
est railroad point. Cost of transporta- 
tion by wagon to railroad is necessarily 
great, owing to the rough mountain 
roads and high passes to be crossed. 
The deposits can only be worked dur- 
ing the summer mnths, if the product 
is found to be of sufficient value to 
work at all. 

About 115 tons of this product was 
taken out in 1898. A portion of the sec- 
ond grade described above was mar- 
keted at $38. The cost of wagon haul 
was $18; railroad freight, $12.50; cost of 
mining and sacking, $16 per ton; total, 
$46.50 a ton. 

It is doubtful whether the product 
can be made available for the market 
in whatever braneh of trade it might 
be used until cheaper means of trans- 
portation can be afforded.—Engineer-

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Progress and Profits of the German 
Chemical Industries in 1897, 

The twenty-first annual meeting of 
the Society for Promoting the Welfare 
of the German Chemical Industries 
was held at Coblenz, and from the re- 
port presented by the council of this so- 
ciety to its members we extract the fol- 
lowing: 

The number of chemical works 
factories has increased from 6,144 in 
1896 to 6,316 in 1897; the number of 
workers employed from 124,000 to 130,- 
000. The total amount paid in wages in 
1896 was £5,685,000, and in 1897 £6,045,- 
000. The average wages received per 
man has increased from £44 14s. per 
annum in 1895 to £45 16s, in 1896, and 
to £46 2s. in 1897. This equals an av- 
erage of lis. 8d. per week. 

The imports of raw materials used 
in the various branches of the chemical 
manufacture have increased by 129,000 
tons, or 7.7 per cent.; the exports of 
chemical manufactures have increased 
by 73,000 tons—6.9 per cent. On account 
of the fall in prices, this increase is not 
apparent in the values for the two 
years; these remain stationary. 

The value of the exports of chemical 
products exceeds that of the imports by 
£ 3,670,000.

years in the German color industry (see 


Table V.) hardly bear out the state- 
ments made in a recent issue of the 
Zeits. fur Angew. Chemie that in 


these special industries the expenditure 
upon research work swallows up the 
larger portion of the profits. Dividends 
of from 15 per cent. to 23 per cent. and 
a very respectable residuum. 

One reason for the flourishing state of 
the German chemical industries gener- 
ally, as compared with those in our own 
country, is to be found in the statistics 
quoted at the commencement of this ar- 
ticle. The average wages per man in 
the year 1897 were only 17s. 8d. per 
week. In Germany there is no Satur- 
day half-holiday, and for a week of 60 
to 72 hours this is undoubtedly low. The 


average for similar industries in this 
country would be about 50 per cent. 


higher (or 26s. 6d. per week), and if 
wages on the English scale were in 
force, the aggregate amount would, 
therefore, be increased from £6,045,000 
to £9,067,000. Such an increase in the 
expenditure upon labor would make a 
striking reduction in some of the divi- 
dends quoted above. 


Another feature of the German chem- 
ical industry is the low salaries which 
are paid to men of university standard, 
and possessing doctors’ degrees. In this 
country such men are rarely found in 
industrial establishments; in Germany 
they are the rule. There is a popular 
idea that technical chemists in Ger- 
many are very highly paid. The writer, 
who has lived and studied in Germany, 
can state, as the result of personal in- 
quiry, that this is incorrect, The color 
works in Germany absorb the most 
promising men passing from the uni- 
versities; yet, on entering these the 
young Ph. D. has to be satisfied with a 
salary of from £80 to £100 per annum. 
After a few months or years spent in 
research work in the laboratory of the 
factory, he is drafted into the manu- 
facturing part of the works, and is al- 
lowed to make in large quantities one 
of the pharmaceutical or dye chemicals 
which he has been instrumental in dis- 
covering. Even in this work, which is 
considered highly paid, his salary rare- 
ly exceeds £300 per annum, and de- 
pends partly upon his own skill in ob- 
taining a maximum production of the 
chemical from the raw materials at his 
command.

chemicals and pharmaceutical products 
until considerable changes have been 
made in this respect.—Chemical Trade 
Journal.

Electrolysis in the Alkali Trade. 


Liverpool, April 14, 1899. 

The question of what is likely to be 
the results of the steady spread of 
electrolysis in the alkali trade, is oc- 
cupying much attention in the United 
Kingdom and on the Continent. The 
large capital which the United Alkal 
Co. (Ltd.), Messrs. Brunner, Mond & 
Co. (Ltd.), and Bowman, Thompson & 
Co. (Ltd.), of England, have invested in 
Leblanc or ammonia process plant, 
naturally causes a feeling of unrest 
when any new and disturbing factor of 
the alkali trade has to be reckoned 
with. The extension of the electrolytic 
process of soda and bleach manufac- 
ture in the United Kingdom has pro- 
duced a factor of first importance which 
has already caused a considerable dis- 
turbance of methods and markets. The 
prospectus of the Castner-Kellner Al- 
kali Company was only issued on Oct. 
21, 1896, yet for some time past this 
company have been producing at the 
rate of some 2,500 tons of 78 to 79 per 
cent. caustic soda per year, and about 
5,500 tons of 35 to 37 per cent. bleaching 
powder, at their Weston Works, Ches- 
hire, and are doubling their productive 
capacity. It looks, therefore, as if the 
figures given in the original prospectus 
of this company viz., the possession of 
a 4,000-horsepower electrical plant, and 
an output of 6,300 tons of pure caustic 
and 13,600 tons of bleaching powder per 
annum, were likely to be realized. The 
decision which has just been given in 
the English Court of Appeals has re- 
lieved the Commercial Development 
Corporation (Ltd.), who control J. G. A. 
Rhodin’s apparatus and process for the 
manufacture of caustic soda and 
bleaching powder by electrolysis from 
the injunction given against them in an 


action for infringement of patent 
brought against them by the Castner- 
Kellner Alkali Co. (Ltd.) This last- 


named company could proceed further 
against the Development Corpuration 
under a disclaimer, but it is hardly 
likely that they will do so.

ide per annum. A number of subsidiary 
companies are being promoted by the 
Electron Company of Griesheim and the 
Betterfield Company, and, it is of inter- 
est to note, that Mr. R. L. P. Hulin of 
Mondave, France, whose process is now 
at work at Clavaux, Savoy, continues 
to patent processes for electrical de- 
composition. Quite recently this in- 
ventor took out patents in the United 
Kingdom for the electrolytic produc- 
tion of an alloy of an alkaline earth- 
metal with a heavy metal and a halogen 
element such as chlorine; and for a 
process and apparatus for the manu- 
facture of caustic alkalies from alloys 
of alkali metals with heavy metals such 
as copper, zinc, etc. It is evident, there- 
fore, that electrolysis is destined to play 
an important part in the world’s chem- 
ical industries.

At the recent annual meeting of the 
United Alkali Co., Ltd., held at Liver- 
pool, it was stated by the chairman, 
Mr. John Brock, that a syndicate of 
German manufacturers had bought up 
the entire production of bleaching pow- 
der of one of the electrical companies 
for three years, and were selling the 
bleach at a price much below what they 
had given for it to endeavor to induce 
the company, by reprisal, to keep their 
goods out of the continental markets. 
This points to a competition of ruinous 
keenness, as the result of electrically 
produced bleaching powder being in the 
market, but it is not likely that this 
particular form of vindictive competi- 
tion will be maintained. A more for- 
midable element of the situation is the 
steady multiplication of electrolytic 
works and processes at home and 
abroad. The experiments of Mr. James 
Hargreaves, F. C. 8S. of Farnworth, 
Lancashire, Eng., proved so satisfac- 
tory that a company was recently 
formed under the style of the Electro- 
lytic Patent Company, Ltd., to work the 
processes invented by Mr. Hargreaves 
and Mr, Thomas Bird. This company 
is now erecting large works at Cledford 
Bridge, Middlewich, in the centre of the 
rich brine district of Cheshire, which 
gave location to the vast industry of 
Brunner, Mond & Co., Ltd., to the 
younger one of Bowman, Thompson & 
Co., Ltd., and to the works of other salt 
and chemical manufacturers. In the 
United Kingdom the progress of this 
new Electrolytic Patent Co., Ltd., is 
being watched with interest, as it has

The Stamping of Petrolatam. 


Washington, April 28, 1899. 

The Bureau of Internal Revenue has 
succeeded in getting into a serious mud- 
dle concerning the stamping of pe- 
trolatum. From time to time the bureau 
has given hearings to representatives of 
refiners in different parts of the country 
and an effort has been made to ascer- 
tain as accurately as possible the con- 
ditions under which this product is 
manufactured, refined and marketed. 
The Internal Revenue Bureau recently 
had occasion to completely revise its 
former position concerning the stamp- 
ing of petrolatum in bulk, and because of 
the decision then reached the bureau 
has been subjected to a bombardment 
of protests from manufacturers and 
dealers throughout the country. Among 
these protests there have been various 
suggestions as to the manner in which 
the bureau may modify the regulations 
requiring bulk goods to be stamped by 
the refiners. Recently a number of sug- 
gestions were received from the Beaver 
Refining Company of Washington, Pa., 
in reply to which the Commissioner has 
written the following letter, which 
covers a number of points, some of 
which are still under advisement in the 
bureau: 

“You acknowledge the receipt of a letter 
from this office under date of April 17, 
1899, in which you were informed that a 
jebber in Chicago, upon request for infor- 
mation, was advised that it is the duty of 
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JOHN S. LAMSON & BRO., 77 Maiden Lane, - NEW YORK 
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the refiner to stamp such bulk packages 
of petrolatum as are intended to be sold 
in the unclarified state through the medi- 


um of the jobber direct to the consumer, 
and you were requested to advise th.s 
office if this was your understanding. 

“In reply, you quote from the decision 
20,982, of April 5, 1899, as follows: 

“‘*Unclarified (granulated) petrvlatum 
sold to dealers or bottlers, to be treaicd 
with heat, bottled, labeled, and otherwise 
placed in a salable condition, does not re- 
quire to be stamped when it is removed 
from the refiner in the unclarified state, it 
being incumbent upon the bottler or deal- 
er to affix the requisite amount of ad- 
hesive stamps when it is placed in a fin- 
ished and salable condition.’ 

“You state, in accordance with your in- 


terpretation of this paragraph, the refiner 


is privileged to ship unstamped unclarified 
(granulated) petrolatum in bulk, i. e., 
quantities in excess of 100 pounds, to 
wholesale dealers. You state further that 
when the refiner ships a carload of petro- 
latum (60 barrels) to a wholesale dealer 
or jobber, the latter will dispose of the 
carload as follows: Probably 25 barrels 
will be repacked and properly stamped, 20 
barrels he will export and the remaining 
15 barrels he will sell direct to the con- 
sumer. You submit that it is impractica- 
ble for the refiner to undertake tu stamp 
such petrolatum as is sold by the whole- 
sale dealer direct to the consumer in bulk. 
The refiner knows that a certain portion 
of the carload will be sold by the whole- 
sale dealer to the consumer in the condi- 
tion that it is shipped from the refinery, 
but he is unable to say exactly what por- 
tian 

“You suggest that the refiner be author- 
ized to ship bulk packages of unclarified 
petrolatum to the wholesale dealer un- 
stamped, provided the following printed 
caution is affixed to the bulk packages: 

“* *These goods are sold as bulk goods, to 
be repacked, and must not be consumed. 
When repacked or sold to a customer they

must then be stamped as per ruling April 
6, 1899.’ 

“Your suggestion is believed to be a 
good one, with the exception, however, of 
the wording of the caution. The fact that 
bulk goods are shipped to be repacked 
cannot be advanced as a sufficient rea- 
son, under the statute, for the prohibition 
of their consumption. These goods are all 
privileged to be removed from the refin- 
ery unstamped simply on the ground that 
they are an unfinished product so far as 
the obligation to stamp them applies. T he 
following printed caution affixed to the 
bulk package of unclarified petrolatum 
will operate to relieve it from the liability 
to the stamp tax until it has been re- 
packed or otherwise placed in a salable 
condition: 

““ «These goods are removed from the re- 
finery unstamped as an unfinished prod- 
uct, to be repacked, stamped and other. 
wise placed in a salable condition. If sold 
to a consumer in this condition it must be 
stamped in proportion to the price at 
which it is sold at the rate of 2% cents for 
each one dollar's worth of value.’ 

“You suggest, also, that the refiner be 
required to stamp nothing in excess ofa 
10-pound package, making it incumbent 
upon the refiner, wholesale or retail deal- 
er to see that all petrolatum ig stamped 
whenever they sell direct to the consumer, 
no matter in what size or shape sold. You 
state that there is no question that there 
is a great deal of bulk petrolatum sold by 
the retailer which should not be stamped; 
for example, when he buys a 25 or 00- 
pound package, the larger part would be 
used in compounding physicians’ prescrip- 
tions, when, under the statute, it 1s 
exempt from taxation. 

“Your suggestion is based upon an er- 
roneous conclusion. The exemption pro- 
vided under section 20 of the act, for ‘any 
medicine sold to or for the use of any 
person which may be mixed or uncom- 
pounded for such person according to the 
written recipe or prescription of any prac 
ticing physician,’ applies to medicines 
only. Petrolatum is not a medicinal arti- 
cle, as contemplated by the act of June 13, 
1898, and it, like other substances, can be 
rendered medicinal only by holding it out 
as a remedy for some ailment affecting 
the human or animal body. Petrolatum 
was placed by the framers of the act in 
the category with ‘perfumery, cosmetics 
and other similar articles, and, like other 
articles of its class, is specified therein as 
taxable, and the exemptions provided in 
section 20 have no application to it. There- 
fore, in order that the stamp tax shall be 
properly charged to such quantities of pe- 
trolatum as are sold direct to the dispens- 
ing druggists or other consumer, it be- 
comes the duty of the refiner to stamp 
such packages before removal from the 
place of manufacture or refinery. This 
office was advised by your representative 
that refiners usually do sell from 10 to dv- 
pound, and occasionally larger packages, 
direct to the dispensing druggists and 
other consumers, and that such packages 
the Beaver Refining Company invariabiy 
stamp. 

“This office at any time will cheerfully 
explain its position on this or any ques- 
tion involving the revnuefi and will take 
under careful consideration any sugges- 
tions that may from time to time be of- 
fered that have for their object the at- 
tainment of a more simple or equitable 
method for the collection of the revnues.” 
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Sulphate of Copper in France, 


Under date of March 15, 1899, Consul 
Skinner, of Marseilles, says: “There 
is at present a considerable advance in 
the market price of sulphate of copper, 
which is quoted in this city at 64 francs 
($12.35) per 100 kilograms (220 pounds). 
rhe price named is about 5 francs (96 
cents) above the ordinary price for the 
quantity named. Large quantities of 
sulphate of copper are used in the 
wine-growing districts to counteract 
the pernicious effects resulting from 
the various cryptogamic diseases to 
which the vines are subject. During 
the year 1898, there was exported from 
the United States sulphate of copper 
to the extent of 14,529,466 pounds, val- 
ued at $466,244. On these terms, it 
would seem as though a considerable 
business might be done in France, es- 
pecially under existing market condi- 
tions.

LINSEED.—Trade the past week has 
been rather disappointing, there not 
being such a demand from consumers 
as many expected would come when 
weather conditions become settled, 
Crushers, however, are all busy mak- 
ing contract deliveries with consumers, 
but beyond this trade is slow. There 
have been some low prices named for 
State oil; in Western sections, in some 
instances, 48c. was named, though gen- 
erally 46c. was quoted, but this failed 
to attract buyers. In this section prices 
are held steady at 47@48c. for Western 
and 49@50c. for city, with no immediate 
prospect of any change in values, even 
though seed has been up and down 
during the week. 


COTTONSEED, REFINED. — This 
has been a rather quiet week without 
any pronounced inquiry for off oils for 
export. In a jobbing way domestic 
business has been very fair, owing to 
the increasing industrial activity in the 
country. In primie and choice grades 
there are signs of a reviving demand, 
and as offerings of such descriptions are 
very limited, the tendency is towards 
firmer markets. Hog receipts have been 
more liberal in the Western markets 
than during the week before, which has 
resulted in lard options, and while cot- 
ton oil does not appear susceptible to 
any depressing influences the course of 
lard prices has certainly a tendency to 
make buyers of cotton oil more cauti- 


ous. Tallow has been weak and the 
indications are that it has about 
reached or in the vicinity of 4c., where 


it will probably attract exporters, and 
from now on there will not be much 
fluctuation in the article. One evidence 
that spring is here is the appearance of 
the statistician, who, in his endeavor 
to give the stocks of oll, reminds us of 
what Josh Billings said of the kanga- 
roo. From letters received from those 
in the various sections of the oil indus- 
try, who have made a careful study of 
the situation, all agree as to the lim- 
ited stock available as compared with 
previous seasons. Texas has only a few 
thousand barrels for sale outside of the 
leading refiners, and these are gradu- 
ally being taken up by Western pack- 
ers and refiners. The Valley is where 
the unknown quantity exists, but a 
careful estimate places the stock there 
not to exceed 30,000 barrels, and that is 
distributed from Memphis down. It is 
claimed this oil in the Valley will re- 
fine at a loss of about 25 to 35 per cent., 
and refiners will not take this oil; con- 
sequently the natural outlet for this oll 
will be soap makers, who will take it 
up on the basis of fatty acid. In this 
section the estimated stock in store and 
afluat will not exceed 55,000 barrels all 
told. During the past few days there has 
been more export inquiry, and the in- 
dications are that May will be an active 
month in trading, not only for home 
consumption, but for foreign account, 
as already there are signs which indi- 
cate that foreign buyers are getting 
tired of “playing a waiting game,” es- 
pecially as they have been unable to 
draw out supplies for forward deliv- 
ery at a concession in prices, as they 
were led to believe would be the case, 
They, however, overlooked the fact that 
the bulk of the oil here is controlled by 
strong holders, who are familiar with 
the wants and the situations of the for- 
eign market, and know it is only a 
question of time when further supplies 
will be needed to replenish stocks,

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which are fast being depleted. The 
receipts of crude at this port are daily 
growing less, and what does come is 
generally of an off quality. There is a 
good export demand for winter yellow, 
but the indifference of refiners to make 
concessions in prices restricts trading 
to some extent. White oil is also in bet- 
ter request and sales are being made in 
a limited way to the regular trade at 
30c. There have been several arrivals 
of prime summer yellow to hand, and, 
in order to avoid storage expenses, 
sales have been made from dock at 26c. 
Off yellow has been slow, and to place 
a round lot 25c. would have to be shad- 
ed, though 25%c. is generally quoted. 
The sales reported comprise 450 bbls. 
prime yellow from dock at 26c., 1,500 
bbls. off yellow at 25%c., 2,000 bbls. 
nearly prime yellow at 24%c. f. o. b. 
New Orleans for export, 400 bbls. prime 
yellow at 26%4c., 750 bbls. bleaching oil 
at 27c., 750 bbls. winter yellow at 30c. 
700 bbls. white oil at 30c., 2,000 bbls. 
prime Texas yellow at 20%c. loose f. o. 
b. mill, 3,000 bbls. valley crude at 14@ 
16%c. loose f. o. b. mills, as to quality;

CEYLON.—There is a good steady 
demand for consumption, which is 
daily reducing spot stocks. Prices re- 
main strong at 5%@6c. as to quantity 
and seller, about 75 tons being taken 
within the range. For arrival there is 
only a limited quantity unsold on way, 
for which 45%@4%c. is asked. 


COCHIN.—While trade may not 
show a marked degree of activity, 
there is all the same a good jobbing 
demand for spot stocks, these being 
well controlled. Prices are held steady 
at 6%@7c., at which about 30 tons have 
been taken the past week for consump- 
tion.

PALM.—Several-orders have been in 
the market for 25 or 50 tons the past 
week, but buyers were only able to

RAPE.—Rather more demand for 
prime grades, and several sales are re- 
ported at 56@58c., as to quantity and 
seller.

COD.—Business has been of moderate 
proportions, the demand failing to show 
the increase looked for consequent upon 
the active demand in the leather trade.

Refining Shale Oil * 
BY D. R. STEUART. 


Ten years ago I described the Brox- 
burn Oil Works and our methods of re- 
fining. The old Henderson retort has 
been replaced by the retort described 
by Mr. Henderson last session. The old 
retort, after extracting the oil and 16 
to 18 Ibs. of sulphate of ammonia per 
ton of shale, dropped the spent shale 
hot into the furnace below, to act as 
fuel. The present retort, like others of 
the Young and Beilby type, after ex- 
tracting the crude oil in the cooler iron 
part at the top, allows the shale to glide 
downward through a hotter brick part, 
where the action of steam converts ni- 
trogen into ammonia and carbon into 
combustible gases for fuel. With this 
retort we get 42 or 43 Ibs. of sulphate, 
as against 18 lbs. at most with the old; 
and 28 to 30 Ibs., I understand, is what 
is got with the ordinary Young and 
Beilby retort, with the same shale. 

As a chemist, my principal interest in 
retorts is: How much crude oil and

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ammonia do they produce, and what is 
the quantity and quality of refined pro- 
ducts to be got from the crude oil? 
Our new retort gives more crude oil, 
but it is more difficult to refine. The 
total loss per cent, in refining is great- 
er. But the proportion of solid paraffin 
is definitely increased; and as the in- 
crease of crude oil more than compen- 
sates for the increased loss in refining; 
the total refined products from a ton of 
shale is somewhat more with the new 
retort than with the old. 


There is an increase of saturated hy- 
drocarbon. Whence? An increase of 
total products. Whence? An increase 
of resinous materials that come out in 
refining as tar or coke. Whence? Is 
the crude oil from the brick retort 
mostly resinous material, that comes 
out as loss in refining? In the old Hen- 
derson retort almost the whole of the 
sulphur remained in the spent shale. 
In the modern ammonia-producing re- 
tort, do the sulphurous gases from the 
hot part react on and harm the oil 
products distilling in the cooler part 
above? If so, could not the products 
from the hot and cool parts be sent dif- 
ferent roads, and kept separate, at least 
until partly cooled? Part of the gases 
from the hot part helps the oil, I have 
no doubt, and part harms it. By com- 
paring the old and the new, and going 
into the why and the wherefore of the 
change in the products, I think we 
might get a retort arranged to give the 
increase of crude oil along with a de- 
crease in loss. The top part could cer- 
tainly be made to yield a crude oil as 
pure as the old Henderson crude oil. By 
giving the crude oil a partly destruc- 
tive distillation, we reduce the loss from 
acid and soda treatments; and by dis- 
tilling the tars got from these chemi- 
cals, more than 60 per cent. of it is con- 
verted into olefine and solid paraffin; 
so I am hopeful that some day we may 
manipulate the distillation from the re- 
tort so as to convert this 60 per cent. 
at once into the products we want, and 
so save chemicals and distillations. The 
crude petroleum of America can be con- 
verted into kerosene fit for the market 
by one distillation, and a treatment 
with oil of vitrol and with soda. Their 
crude oil has, no doubt, been produced 
by gentle methods, acting through the 
course of ages;ours is produced violent- 
ly in a few minutes. The molecules are 
in rapid motion and vibration, and con- 
stantly breaking up and reforming. The 
sulphur in minute quantity is sent into 
the hydrocarbon molecule, and useless 
unsaturated hydrocarbons are produced 
by the high temperature and its rapid 
application. Still, we have it within our 
power to supply reagents to send things

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in the direction we wish them, and we 
have sufficient evidence in our retorts 
that they readily respond to treatment. 
The increase of paraffin and of ammo- 
nia in the new retorts, and the effect 
of hydrogen and of ammonia got by 
Tervet and by Irvine, are all encourag- 
ing. We must try and state the prob- 
lem clearly to our own minds, as the 
first step toward a satisfactory solu- 
tion of it. 

We still use the same column-still for 
distilling the ammonia water. 

In outline, the methods of refining 
remain the same. We give a distilla- 
tion to the crude oil before treatment 
with oil of vitriol and caustic soda. We 
give several further distillations, and 
always with acid and soda treatments 
between. We still do all our distilla- 
tions in the Henderson continuous sys- 
tem, with series of boiler stills con- 
nected with residue stills. The boiler 
stills are never stopped, they go 
straight on, week days and Sunday, 
each one constantly distilling oil of a 
certain specific gravity. The saving on 
the boiler stills and exit pipes from the 
absence of cooling down and heating 
up, has been very great, the boiler stills 
of twenty-one years ago being still in 
With the old way of working, viz.: 





use. i 
Charging up, distilling off, cooling 
down, cleaning and recharging, the 


boiler stills could not be kept tight, they 
were always leaking at the rivet joints 
of the plates. That has ceased entirely 
and for new boiler stills simpler ar- 
rangements of plates are practicable. 

The green oil residue we still subject 
to a kind of destructive distillation by 
using little steam; so as to get a pure 
and crystalline paraffin. 

Ten years ago I stated that we, 
each stage, gave as much oil of virtiol 
as the oil would take, without acting on 











































at 


the olefines, and we do so still. Many 
of the impurities unite with either 
strong alkali or strong acid, but oil 


of vitriol is the cheaper; and after used 
twice in the refinery, the acid is easily 
and cheaply recovered. It is separated 
from the bulk of the tar by simply 
agitating with water. Some of the 
acid is destroyed, for some sulphurous 
acid is given off during agitation of 
the oil with the sulphuric acid; but the 
great bulk of it dissolves in the water 
as free acid or united with alkaloid, 
which separates from the acid on the 
ammonia gas being passed into it in 
the ammonia house. So after use in 
the oil refinery the acid goes into the 
market in the form of sulphate of am- 


monia. Caustic soda being dearer to 
begin is also more expensive to re- 
cover. We, therefore, do as much of 


our refining as we can with sulphuric 
acid, seeing that after use in the re- 
finery it is as useful as new vitriol for 
sulphate making. The heavy treat- 
ment of the green, or once-run, oil with 
acid gives us a clean and crystalline 
paraffin seale, after the green oil dis- 
tillation. 

The crude oil of the new retorts, 
while requiring more refining, responds 
less to the sulphuric acid than the old 
Henderson retort oil, and perforce we 
have to use less oil of vitriol and more 
caustic soda. 

In the cooling of the heavy oil and 
paraffin and the lubricating oil we still 
use Henderson’s cooling apparatus. We 
apply greater cooling power. The 
freezing is all done by absorption am- 
monia machines, using solution of am- 
monia, 

The refining of the paraffin scale is 
earried out by Henderson's sweating 
apparatus, described in this Journal, 
1894, 1,043. This reduces the labor bill 
greatly, and plate pressing being done 
away with in the paraffin house the 
labor expenditure is greatly reduced 
there also. The paraffin scale goes now 
direct from the filter presses to the 
paraffin refinery. 


As already stated, a_ difference 
between the _ present Young and 
Beilby form of retort with its high 
temperatures and the old Hender- 
son retort, which got only mild 
temperatures is that the sulphur 


goes more into the hydrocarbon mole- 
cule. Every treatment with oil vitriol 
and caustic soda that the oil gets and 
every distillation causes a more thor- 
ough separation of the sulphur com- 
pounds; but unless greater care is ex- 
ercised there is danger of a stronger 
smell in the burning oil, and even a re- 
duction of candle-power from the trace 
of sulphur left in the oil. In America 
they have very sulphurous Ohio and 
Canadian crude oils. One distillation 
and a treatment with oil of vitriol and 
soda, supplemented with litharge dis- 
solved in caustic soda, make these oils 
passably sweet for the market. In our 
case the sulphur is less, but there seems 
a trace in more intimate combination, 


and the litharge treatment does not 
seem to do the same good, Mabery and 
Smith found that their sulphur com- 
pounds combined with lime, but 
on heating, the sulphur compounds dis- 
tilled off again unchanged; so distilla- 
tion of the crude oil from lime need not 
be expected to do much good for sul- 
phur compounds like theirs. I would 
like, however, the sulphur to get its 
quietus in the shale retort. 

Sulphur turns up at different points 
in the works. When ammonia water is 
heated up for distillation free sulphur 
forms like a black tar, to choke up the 
trays of the column still. Sometimes 
we have found free sulphur in the air 
condenser-pipes of the retorts. Sul- 
phuretted hydrogen is given off at the 
crude distillation, and free sulphur in 
small quantity in the second or green 
oil distillation, by the action of a little 
sulphurous acid on a little sulphuretted 
hydrogen. 

Another thing influenced by the re- 
torts, perhaps by the amount of air 
sucked in, as well as by the high tem- 
perature, is the aeount of fixed am- 
monia in the ammonia water. As much 
as 4 lbs. of sulphate per ton of shaie 
has been given me for the Young and 
Beilby retort, and as low as 2 lbs., de- 
pendent on the age and tightness of the 


retort, I believe. The Bryson retort 
Was given me as producing % Ib. per 


ton of fixed ammonia, and Henderson's 
new retort gives about 1 Ilb., but these 
retorts are newer. 

The amount of oil of vitriol we use 
in refining is 3.39 per cent., by volumes 
on the crude oil, or 7.21 per cent. by 
weight. The caustic soda is 0.84 by 
weight of 70 per cent. soda. Figures for 
comparison from other works would be 
interesting. 

Ten years ago the cost of refining one 
gallon of crude oil I gave as 0.77d. Last 
year it was 0,73d,—Jour.

Petroleum Refinery in Norway. 

United States Consul Nelson, at Ber- 
gen, Norway, gives the following par- 
ticulars of the establishment of a petro- 
leum refinery at Christiania: 

A prominent foreign chemist, who has 
been connected with the Nobel petroleum 
refinery in Baku, has, according to the 
Aftenposten (a leading Christiania paper) 
discovered a new method of refining 
which appears to be an improvement 
on the process now applied in Baku. 
The right to use the patent has been of- 
fered to a Christiania company, and some 
time ago a committee was appointed to 
investigate the matter. The committee 
reported favorably on March 9, and the 
enterprise, which will involve an expen- 
diture of about 1,000,000 kroner ($268,000), 
will soon be inaugurated. The factory wil! 
cost about 250,000 kroner ($67,000) and wili 
be built near Christiania. The output of 
refined oil, it is calculated, will amount to 
20,000,000 kilograms a year. It is intended 
to obtain the raw material from Baku. It 
is possible that our manufacturers can 
supply machinery for the factory. Pur- 
chases in this line are now made chieily 
in Germany.

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Cork Trade of Cadiz. 


The British Consul at Cadiz, Spain, 
makes the following report to his gov- 
ernment on the cork and corkwood 
trade of his consular district: 

“There was a considerable increase in 
the export of corkwood in 1898, as com- 
pared with that in 1897, the statistics 
given showing that in 1898, 107 tons 
were exported, against 82 tons in the 
previous year. Probably the export was 
a good deal more, as there is a very 
heavy duty on the export of corkwood 
(5 pesetas per 100 kilos), and, to avoid 
paying this duty, different measures are 
adopted by which the custom-house 
agents remain ignorant as to what is 
being shipped, and the duty is not col- 
lected. 

“There is not any duty on the export 
of ready-made corks, and so probably 
the figures given are as correct as could 
be expected. The total number of corks 
exported in 1898 is quoted at 58,000,000. 
Upward of 14,000,000 went to Great 
Britain, about the same number to Rio 
Oro, 8,000,000 to Chili, 10,000,000 to 
France, 4,000,000 to Denmark, etc.”

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PETROLEUM MARKET. 





Saturday Noon, April 29, 1899. 


The reports from the producing fields 
during the past week contained few 
features of especial interest, as only a 
very few wells were reported as having 
been brought in which were regarded 
as important by reason of location or 
as showing sufficient capacity to make 
them conspicuous and as influencing 
operations. The average of the new 
wells continues low and unless a new 
pool is soon discovered this may be ex- 
pected to decrease still further, as in 
some fields, notably the Scio field, the 
wells are so close together that, though 
a fair size well may be brought in it 
can be expected to drain but a limited 


area. The results of operations in the 
Ohio fields have shown no improve- 
ment, although a fair number of wells 
have been brought in, the proportion 


showing an initial production of 30 bar- 
rels being small. In Indiana the re- 
sults have been better, and the average 
keeps fully up to the previous. The 
statistical situation has been gaining in 
strength, as the deliveries have been 
larger of late, while the production has 
not shown a corresponding increase. 
The exports also appear to be increas- 
ing, but for the first four months of the 
current year are a long way behind 
those for the corresponding four 
months of 1898. There were no features 
of interest on the exchanges and no 
sales. Scio oil has been advanced to 
$1.23. 





Refined and Products. 


While there has been comparatively 
little inquiry for refined in barrels for 
export, the position of the tank fleet 
has caused an increase in shipments, 
the total approximating 300,000 barrels, 
The stocks abroad are said to be rather 
below the average and consequently the 
export movement may be expected to 
continue large, though it will vary from 
week to week, according to the position 
of the tank fleet. The price of barreled 
oil has remained steady at 6.95c. for 
New York loading and at _ 6.90c. for 
Philadelphia loading. The principal 
foreign markets are easier. Quotations 
to-day by cable were: Antwerp, 18f.; 
Bremen, 6.25m.; London, 5d., and Liv- 
erpool, 5%@5\d. Freight rates were 
steady at 2s.@2s.

trade lots have been in good request, 
and are steady on the basis of 6%c. for 
150 deg. water white from tanks and 
9@9%c. in barrels. 


Cases for export have been in active 
request, and sales of about 480,000 are 
reported.

The Stamping of Chewing Gum. 
Washington, April 28, 1899. 

The Internal Revenue Bureau has re- 
cently been called upun to decide a 
number of questions with regard to the 
stamping of chewing gum which is dis- 
tributed by manufacturers gratuitously 
in order to help the sale of other prod- 
ucts with which it is associated. In 
some cases the foreign products are 
manufactured by the producers of the 
chewing gum and the articles are sold 
together, while in other cases the chew- 
ing gum is manufactured by one firm 
and sold to another, who put it up in 
association with other goods, making 
no charge for the gum. In ruling upon 
certain samples recently submitted to 
the bureau the Commissioner, in a let- 
ter to a collector of internal revenue, 
says: 

“In reply to your letter relating to the 
stamping of chewing gum, you are ad- 
vised that if the packages, which are in 
the shape of bottles, are made from chew- 
ing gum and are filled with candy and 
then sold at retail, there would be a tax 
due on each package according to the re- 
tail value of the chewing gum put up 
therein. 

“The retail price of the gum would be 
governed, to some extent, by the retail 
value of other chewing gum which is so!'d 
separately from candy. All chewing gum 
is required to be put up in boxes, jars, 
cartons, or other packages before being 
removed from the place of manufacture; 
and to each box, carton, jar, or other 
package containing chewing gum o. not 
more than one dollar of actual retail value 
the manufacturer is required to affix a 
four-cent stamp; if exceeding one dollar 
of retall value for each additional dollar 
or fractional part thereof he is required 
to affix an additional four-cent stamp. 

“You will please forward to this office 
samples of the packages which you state 
are made from chewing gum and whici 
contain candy, ‘penny goods. 

Recently a protest was received at the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue from sev- 
eral manufacturers of chewing gum em- 
ploying vending machines, the use of 
which had been ordered to be discon- 
tinued by a deputy collector. The bu- 
reau promptly investigated the case and 
has addressed the following letter to the 
collector of the Brooklyn, N. Y., dis- 
trict: 

“You are advised that the order appears 
to have emanated from a deputy col- 
lector in the district of West Virginia, 
who has been advised, through the col- 
lector, to recall his order and report what 
grounds he had for making the same. 

“The regulations relating to the tax on 
chewing gum required that the chewing 
gum which is sold from automatic ven- 
ding machines shall be kept in the regu- 
larly stamped boxes until placed in the 
machine; the stamps affixed to the boxes 
to be destroyed when the same are 
emptied, the chewing gum to be locked in 
the machine and not to be removed there- 
from except when sold from it. 


“Please investigate and report who has 
charge of the stamped packages from 
which the gum is placed in the automatic 
vending machine controlled by the Rail- 
way Automatic Sales Company. 


“It is assumed that the manufacturers 
of the gum have properly stamped their 
boxes according to the retail value of the 
gum before the same is removed from the 
place of manufacture, and that the per- 
sons loading the machines have complied 
with the regulations and destroyed the 
stamps on emptied boxes,”

CONDITION OF THE CALENDER ROLLS. 


Of the several factors that concern 
the successful glossing and finishing of 
paper, one or all may be affected by 
the condition of the apparatus. A cal- 
ender roll or steam cylinder, if worn or 
grooved at the journal, as at d, figure 
2, will impart an unsteadiness to the 
operation which will streak the surfac- 
ing of the paper and produce so called 
“Slats,” even if the coating materials 
are of superior manufacture. Such 
journals should be substituted with new 
ones, or turned down and rebushed. 

Another defect arises from 
loosening of the cylinder heads. When 
this occurs, the steam leaks and the 
proper temperature cannot be obtained 
in the roll, resulting in defective work. 
The best remedy for a loose flange is 
to bore Into each head for inch brases 
or rods like e, figure 2, which rods ex- 
tend from head to head, being secured 
with nuts on the outside side. The 
heads may then be drawn in securely 
by merely tightening the nuts. 

JOURNAL SLEEVES WORN OUT. 

In some mills I have discovered poor 
work in the finishing as a consequence 
of the sleeves of the boxes of the cal- 
enders giving out through wear. Such 
sleeves should be recast. First melt 
out all the old sleeve work, which is 
usually babbitt metal and easily melted, 
and then center the shaft as in figure 3, 
by means of the centering piece f. The 
cleared boxes are represented by g g, 
and these should be plugged at the ends 
with putty or fire clay. Then put an 
iron tunnel h into the oil hole and pour 
enough melted babbitt metal into the 
box to fill the space occupied by the

sleeves. This results in the casting of 
sleeves of correct shape with the shaft 
and box. 
CAUSED BY LOOSE SHAFT OF SIZE ROLL. 
Recently trouble was experienced in 
getting an equal distribution of sizing 
in a certain mill, and the trouble was 
attributed to some tallow lately pur- 
chased. An examination revealed that 
the defective work consisted in cloudy 
places in the finished surface of the 
paper, caused by the occasional sipping 
of a shaft in one of the size rols. Fig- 
ure 4 shows this shaft in section. The 
roll is marked i and the shaft j. The 
trouble occurred at k, where the set 
screw had torn out a groove around the 
diameter of the shaft. As soon as a 
new shaft was substituted the clouding 
ef the finished paper ceased. 


STORAGE OF INFLAMMABLE STUFFS. 


Mills that manufacture certain grades 
of highly finished enamelled and fine 
‘coated stock sometimes have difficulty 
in storing combustible liquids to the 
satisfaction of the insurance people. A 
drawing is given in figure 5 of a safe 
system of storage of inflammable stuff 
recently seen by the writer.

The details of the type of copper 
heater usually employed in connection 
with heating large lots of sizing in a 
tank are described in figure 6. The 
heater is provided with flanged heads, 
which are bolted on, and one of which 
is bored out to receive the pipe b. This 
pipe lets the liquid into the heater and 
pipe ec is for drawing it off after it has 
become warmed through contact with 
the coils a, a. The heating may be done 
by steam supplied through a coil, or by 
circulation through a heater or a water 
back. 

SECTION OF SIZE BOX. 

Figure 7 is a sketch of a section of a 
size box. The roll of paper enters at g, 
passes around the main rolls and out 
again at h. The main rolls are revolved 
by the beveled gear connection e and 
a, which is driven by the shaft f. It is 
necessary that the gearing be in good 
form, otherwise the motion of the rolls 
will be irregular, and the tendency wil! 
be to deposit the sizing stuff unevenly. 
Sometimes these gears are found badly 
worn at the cogs. In such cases the only 
remedy is to replace with new cogs. 
The shaft f should turn freely in Its 
bearings, and so should the rolls and 
guides. If a guide roll clogs, the fric- 
tion of the paper in passing over it dis- 
turbs the degree of tension, and even 
tension is an important factor in the 
sizing of paper.

Chicago, April 27, 1899. 


The past week was one of sharp 
fluctuations and presented quite a 
change from recent weeks. For some 


time it had been in a rut, stagnant and 
without life. After such a_ period of 
calm came an old-time activity, as for 
instance the market of Tuesday of this 
week, and the trade _ predicts livelier 
times in flax from now on. May opened 
the week at $1.20, and closed at $1.18%, 
but the story is only half told by the 
closing prices. The opening Tuesday 
was $1.14%. Everybody, seemingly, 
wanted to sell. As a matter of fact, 
there was less than 50,000 for sale alto- 
gether. The price dropped quickly to 
$1.13%, reacted to $1.14 sellers, and re- 
mained there during the greater part of 
the session. Toward the close $1.13% 
was bid. There was nothing for sale at 
the price, and $1.15 was bid. Soon sales 
were made at this figure and almost im- 
mediately there was buying orders 
which put the price up to $1.19, which 
was bid at the close, and bids were 
made after the close at outside quota- 
tions. Wednesday May opened at $1.19, 
sold to $1.17%, back to $1.18%, and closed 
$1.18%. Cash flax sold Tuesday as low 
as $1.16, but only during the opening 
depression. Later it advanced to $1.22, 
closing at $1.21. The cash article is ex- 
tremely scarce. It may be of interest 
to crushers generally to know that con- 
tract grade flax in Chicago this year is 
said to be better than ever before, being 
largely seed of Northwestern origin. A 
peculiar feature of Tuesday’s trading 
was in May being changed to July at 
the same price. Parties who expected 
buying May and selling July would help 
them out of difficulties may be mis- 
taken. Where the early flax is to come 
from to fill July sales no one can tell at 
present. September showed an advance 
of a cent for the week, closing at 96c. 
It was at one time down to 94c. Unless 
there is an extremely favorable season, 
it is not likely the trade will get flax as 
early as is usual. Then, too, the acre- 
age in the Southwest will be greatly de- 
creased, and September may be an in- 
teresting option to figure on. The con- 
tinued decline in flaxseed has, without 
doubt, been helped by moderate quan- 
tites occasionally being thrown on the 
market, and it would seem from cir- 
cumstances which have just come to the 
notice of traders that the slump in the 
market was not only the natural con- 
dition caused by weak holders and 
speculators getting from under before 
the seed is delivered to them, but that 
the liquidation has been helped along 
also by some unseen hand. On the sur- 
face it looked like an attempt fo dis- 
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hings reach a point where the judgment 
of the crusher tells him to pick up a 
little seed, The holder, who has not been 
lislodged, seeing the crusher in the 
market, gains fresh courage and adds to 
his line. The question whether the 
buyer will get seed at his price, or the 
seller gets his price. If there are 500,- 
100 bushels seed required, and a specu- 
lator owns 300,000, while Tom, Dick and 
Harry have 200,000, and the buyer picks 
up the loose 200,000 bushels, he still must 
have the 300,000 of the speculator and 
pay the latter’s price for it. The flurry 
in flaxseed might mean that somebody 
has to have seed. There was a rumor 
that the American Linseed Co. were 
buyers of May for crushing purposes at 
$1.13% up to $1.15, which, at present 
price of oil, looks like a good invest- 
ment. So far as trade indications point, 
the longs in flax are in a strong posi-

permanganate, but the effect of these 
substances upon the results has been 
much over-rated. If the solutions are 
sufficiently dilute and care is taken with 
the titration, fairly accurate results for 
commercial purposes are obtained with 


most classes of.indigo. In order, how- 
ever, to avoid errors produced by ex- 
traneous matters in solution, I intro- 


duced the process of precipitating the 
coloring matter by salt, washing, dis- 
solving the purified “indigo extract’ in 
water, and then titrating with perman- 
ganate. This method has yielded very 
satisfactory results, but it appears that 
certain classes of natural indigo may 
now contain substances which are not 
removed by “salting out.” 

I have recently found in a number of 
samples of Java indigo, a peculiar yel- 
low compound which interferes to a 
considerable extent with the _ usual 
methods of testing. My attention was 
first called to the matter about two 
years ago by Messrs. I. Braithwaite 
and Son of Kendal. A sample of Java 
indigo which they submitted gave, by 
the ordinary methods of analysis, a 
much higher result than was compat- 
ible with its dyeing properties. It was 
found to contain nearly 20 per cent. of a 
yellow body, which in many respects 
behaves like indigotin. At the time I 
looked upon the indigo as an isolated 
specimen, and did not think the pecu- 
liarity of sufficient interest to publish, 
but as already mentioned, this impurity 
in Java indigo is now by no means un- 
common. It is seldom, however, that 
the amount of the yellow compound 
present exceeds 2 or 3 per cent. During 
the past few years there have been con- 
siderable changes made in the manufac- 
ture of indigo in Java, and it is quite 
possible that the yellow compound is 
derived from the indigo plant itself, 
though it may be derived from some 
other plant accidentally growing with 
the indigo or purposely added to the 
vats. From my own experience it is 
possible with slight variations to obtain 
from the same plant an indigo consist- 
ing almost entirely of indigotin, or one 
containing a large proportion of in- 


dirubin. When it is further considered 
that for every part of indigotin ob- 
tained, about twenty parts of other 


vegetable substances are also extracted 
from the plant, it can readily be con- 
ceived that variation in the process of 
manufacture may bring about consider- 
able change in the composition of the 
dye. It is no doubt on this account 
that buyers of indigo are inclined to 
look upon so-called “patent indigo” 
with suspicion. In most cases, how- 
ever, the attitude taken by buyers on 
this point is due to mere prejudice. For 
example, if it were known in Calcutta 
that an acid had been used in the man- 
ufacture of any particular lot of indigo, 
such indigo would be a drug in the 
market on the grounds that it was 
“patent” indigo and that the acid would 
corrode the cloth when used in dyeing. 

The yellow compound above referred 
to is almost insoluble in water .and 
dilute acids. It dissolves in concen- 
trated sulphuric acid and remains in 
solution on dilution with water. On the 
addition of salt to this solution, a pre- 
cipitate is obtained which is soluble in 
water. It is soluble in glacial acetic 
acid. The compound dissolves readily 
in alkaline solutions with a deep yellow 
color; on the addition of dilute acids it 
is thrown down as a pale yellow floccu- 
lent precipitate. It is soluble in alcohol 
and ether. The solution is colorless, 
but a trace of alkali produces a deep 
bright yellow. On the application of a 
gentle heat the substance melts, par- 
tially sublimes, giving off dense, yel- 
lowish-white vapors and leaving a mass 
of carbon. Although nearly insoluble 
in water it dyes wool mordanted with 
bichromate of potash a good yellow 
shade, resembling that given by weld or 
vine leaves. It does not dye unmor- 
danted wool, hence it is a mordant 
color, 

I hope to make a further investigation 
into the character of the coloring mat- 
ter on some future occasion, and have 
merely brought the matter forward now 
on account of its interference, when 
present in indigo, with the ordinary 
methods of testing. 

It may readily be detected by the ad- 
dition of a solution of caustic soda or 
ammonia to the powdered indigo placed 
in a porcelain basin or on a filter paper. 
If present, the alkali immediately pro- 
duces a deep-yellow color. When this 
occurs the weighed amount of indigo 
to be tested should be heated, either 
with a dilute solution of ammonia or 
with alcohol, and poured on to an as- 
bestos filter, washed and dried, and then 
dissolved in sulphuric acid for further 
treatment. I prefer to use boiling alco- 
hol for this purpose, since alkaline solu- 
tions containing indigo in suspension 
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are difficult to filter, and under certain 
conditions indigo enters into solution. 
At the same time indirubin is removed 
and that must be taken into account. 

Gerland, in a paper on ‘Some New 
Methods of Testing Indigo,’ read before 
the Manchester Section of this Society 
in January, 1896, describes a process in 
which the indigotin in the first place is 
converted into the monosulphonic acid 
with a view of removing impurities. 
The indigo is digested with sulphuric 
acid, sp. gr. 1.67, for an hour in the 
boiling water-bath, and subsequently 
diluted with water, whereby the mono- 
sulphonic acid is precipitated. I ap- 
plied this process to the sample of Java 
indigo, but found that the yellow color- 
ing matter behaved in exactly the same 
manner as indigotin, It dissolved in 
the acid of sp. gr. 1.67, but was precip- 
itated on dilution with water. 

The yellow coloring matter is mod- 
erately soluble in cold nitrobenzol, so 
that its presence would not affect the 
results obtained by Gerland’s nitroben- 
zol process. 

Removal of Impurities from Indigo 
Solutions.—When commercial indigo is 
dissolved in concentrated sulphuric acid 
and the liquid diluted with water, the 
coloring matter remains in solution as 
a disulphonic acid, and various impuri- 
ties are held in suspension. Before pro- 
ceeding further with the testing it is 
necessary to remove the suspended mat- 
ter, and this is usually done by filtra- 
tion. Filter-paper abstracts some of 
the coloring matter, and on this account 
the first portions coming through are 
rejected in the same way as in testing 
tannins. Soene qualities of filter-paper 
abstract more coloring matter than 
others, and the rate of filtration also 
causes a difference. 

Moreover, some of the suspended im- 
purities are in an exceedingly fine state 
of division, and are liable to pass 
through many kinds of filter-paper, and 
thus lead to inaccurate results. In or- 
der to avoid these sources of error, I 
made a number of tests with solutions 
where the impurities were allowed to 
subside, but found that with sovne 
classes of indigo subsidence was noi 
complete after many hours. I then 
tried various precipitants, and found 
barium chloride to give most satisfac- 


tory results. The proportions recom- 
mended are as follows:—0.5 grm, of 
powdered indigo mixed with glass 


powder is digested with 25 c.c, pure con- 
centrated sulphuric acid at a tempera- 
ture of 70° C. for an hour. When cold, 
the liquid is diluted with water, mixed 
with 10 c.c. of a 20 per cent. solution 
of barium chloride and made up to 500 
e.c. In fifteen or twenty minutes the 
barium sulphate formed, carrying down 
with it all suspended impurities, will 
have settled and the requisite amount 
of perfectly clear solution may be with- 
drawn by a pipette for titration. By 
this means not only are the results more 
concordant, but the solution is clearer 
than when filter-paper is used. In fact, 
the results thus obtained are practically 
the same as those given by “salting 
out.” Of course, if the tndigo contain 
the yellow body mentioned, or any sim- 
ilar substance, it must be first removed 
as previously described. Tests made 
with pure indigotin show that no color- 
ing matter is precipitated by the barium 
chloride. 

While on this part of the subject, I 
would lay special stress on the import- 
ance of using pure sulphuric acid for 
dissolving the indigo. It should not 
contain less than 97 per cent. of H,S0O,, 
and should be quite free from nitrogen 
acids and sulphurous acid. 

Indigo Rich in Indirubin,—It has long 
been recognized that although indigotin 
formed by far the most important dye- 
ing constituent of natural indigo, there 
was also present a red coloring matter 
known as indirubin or indigo red. Until 
comparatively recently, however, natu- 
ral indigo rarely contained more than 
1 or 2 per cent. of the red constituent. 
It is not uncommon now to find 10 per 
cent, of indirubin in certain kinds of 
natural indigo. Indigo made by Cov- 
entry’s system (in which lime is em- 
ployed), always contains a high per- 
centage of indirubin. Java indigo now 
frequently contains much of the red 
coloring matter, although formerly it 
consisted almost entirely of indigotin. 
Some fourteen years ago a company 
was formed in Bengal for working the 
“ammonia process,” and this indigo 
usually contained a large proportion of 
indirubin. 

The Journal of the Society of Dyers 
and Colorists, September, 1886, contains 
a communication (with dyed patterns) 
on this subject. In the manufacture of 
indigo, whenever an alkali is added in 
excess to the liquid in the beating vat, 
an increased yield of indirubin results. 
This peculiar property of the indigo- 
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forming constituent (indican) was dis- 
covered by Schunck as long ago as 1855 
in his researches on the “Formation of 
Indigo-blue” from the Isatis tinctoria. 

With indigo containing more than i 
or 2 per cent. of indirubin, the ordinary 
methods of analysis suitable for esti- 
mating indigotin are not 
The gravimetric hyposulphite 
may be used, but for commercial pur- 
poses this is rather a lengthy operation. 
Very good results may be obtained by a 
colorimetric method. For this purpose 
the following is recommended:—From 
0.1 to 0.25 grm. of the finely powdered 
sample is boiled with about 150 c.c. of 
ether for half an hour in a flask at- 
tached to an inverted condenser. When 
cold, the solution is made up to 200 c.c. 
with ether and mixed with 10 c.c. of 
water in a bottle. Shaking up with a 
little water causes the suspended par- 
ticles of indigo to settle immediately 
and a clear solution of indirubin is at 
once obtained without filtering. A 
measured quantity of the solution is 
withdrawn and compared in a colori- 
meter with a standard solution of in- 
dirubin. The proportion of ether rec- 
Ommended may seem large, but al- 
though pure indirubin is freely soluble 
in ether, it is by no means readily ex- 
tracted from indigo. 

For the estimation of indigotin in in- 
digo rich in indirubin, it is advisable to 
boil up repeatedly with alcohol, and col- 
lect on an asbestos filter as described 
for indigo containing the ‘‘yellow com- 
pound,” although, with some _ experi- 
ence, it is possible to estimate indigotin 
in the presence of indirubin. The 
former course, however, is to be rec- 
ommended, 

Indirubin may also be conveniently 
removed by boiling with glacial acetic 


acid, as recommended by W. F. Kop- 
perschaar, 
In view of the difficulties attending 


the separation of pure indigotin and in- 
dirubin from the other constituents of 
indigo, and the possible presence of 
substances similar to the yellow body 
described, perhaps the best general 
commercial method of examination will 
be found to be one based on colori- 
metry. For this purpose, in order that 
indigotin and indirubin may be esti- 
mated at the same time, a good delicate 
colorimeter, in conjunction with Lovi- 
bond’s tintometer, is a desideratum.— 
Jour. Soc, Chem. Ind.

exportation abroad. 

Now how is it that the exportation of 
sienna, both from Leghorn and Genoa, 
is represented by nearly double the 
quantity forwarded from the sienna 
district? 

The answer is very simple. What is 
sold as genuine sienna, with one or two 
exceptions, generally is nothing else but 
a mixture of genuine sienna with an 
inferior stuff, and sometimes also for- 
eign material, palmed off on purchasers 
as genuine sienna. 

Therevore any one wishing to with- 
draw, from the country of origin, a 
genuine Italian sienna, should always 
endeavor to purchase it first-hand from 
responsible mine owners, for none of 
either the Leghorn or Genoa merchants 
own a single mine, these latter having 
to depend fer their supplies upon what 
is eventually offered them, and in order 
to compete with the owners of the 
staple they adulterate it, which fact 
explains thé larger quantity of sienna 
exported from Leghorn and Genoa than 
it is from the sienna district.

Star Anise Leaf Oil. 
BY JOHN C. UMNEY, F. Cc. 8S. 

The effect which keeping has upon oll 
of anise and oil of Star-anise has been 
the subject of considerable research, 
and was first stated by Fluckiger and 


Hanbury to be due to the change of 
crystallizable anethol ‘into a_ liquid 
modification, Since that time increased 


knowledge of the constitution of the oil 
has led to the belief that the alteration 
in this physical character is due to the 
oxidation of anethol to anisic aldehyde 
and anisic acid, These changes are ac- 
companied by lowering of the normal 
congealing point and raising of specific 
gravity. Some of the star-anise oils, 
however, recently imported from China 
have shown certain differences from the 
normal type, which, it was suggested, 
might be due to the employment of 
different material—possibly star-anise 
flowers—for distillation. Mr. J. LL 
Simon, however, opposed this view, and 
subsequently gave details of the pro- 


duction of star-anise leaf oil by the 
natives of the Pe-Se district, which 
method of procedure, he stated, has 


subsequently been spreading quite rap- 
idly. He recently favored me, through 
the editor of this journal, with samples 
of the leaf oil for chemical examination. 
This oii, I understand, is known by Mr, 
Simon to have been distilled from the 
leaves and twigs of Illicium anisatum, 

In odor the oil differs slightly from 
that of the fruit oil, the hawthorn odor 
of anisic aldehyde being far more pro- 
nounced. The specific gravity I found 
to be 0.9878 at 15.5 deg. C., the ordinary 
freshly-distilled star-anise fruit oil be- 
ing rarely above 0.982. The optical 
rotation was plus 1 deg. in a tube of 
100 mm. 

The difference between the abnormal 
and normal congealing points was 
great, and there was no difficulty in 
cooling the oil at 8 deg. C. without 
solidification occurring, 

By fractionation a decided difference 
was observed in the proportion boiling 
above 230 deg. C., as shown by the fol- 
lowing figures:

The odor of the original oil and pres- 
ence of higher boiling fractions indl- 
cated an unusual proportion of anisic 
aldehyde (b. p. 245-246 deg. C.) and 
anisic acid. 

Comparison was made of the be- 
haviour of the oil with alcoholic potash 
and anise and star-anise fruit oils, the 
leaf oil showing considerable darken- 
ing and the anise fruit oil practically 
none, The same relative positions were 
shown by shaking the oil with magenta 
solution decolorized by sulphurous acid, 
the color being restored almost at once 
in the case of the leaf oil, less quickly 
in the star-anise fruit oil, and not for 
some hours in the case of the anise 
fruit oil. An attempt to separate the 
aldehyde by acid sulphite of sodium 
was not successful, the proportion pres- 
ent, although distinct, being insufficient 
for determination. 

These results show that the oil of 
star-anise leaves, although containing 
a large proportion’ of anethol, contains 
a distinct percentage of aldehyde as in- 
dicated by odor, fractionation and 
chemical tests, 

It seems by no means improbable also 
that the differences in certain freshly 
imported star-anise oils may be due to 
the oils being obtained from both 
leaves and fruits—both the odor and 
high specific gravity pointing to this 
conclusion, 

Another important question has 
arisen in the course of these few ex- 
periments—viz.: Is the difference in 
odor of anise fruit and star-anise fruit 
oils due to a very small proportion of 
anisic aldehyde constantly and normal- 
ly present in the matter? I called at- 
tention in a paper on the congealing 
point of oil anise to a certain apprecia- 
ble difference, which made it easy for 
experts to judge between the two oils, 
and I believe this to be the distinguish- 
ing feature. My thanks are due to Mr. 
R. S. Sainton for conducting the experi- 
mental work of this note.—Chemist and

Job- 
bing quantities are held at the usual 
advance. A cable received from Smyr- 
na on Friday stated that that market 
had dropped to 7s, 6d., owing to favor- 
able crop prospects.

Smyrna, April 15, 1899. 

There has been a good demand this 
week, about 120 cases having been sold 
at from 7s 11d@8s 1d for druggists’ 
sorts, the greater part for shipment to 
the United States. Rains have fallen in 
most of the producing districts, thus im- 
proving the prospects of the crop, but 
we shall have to wait a few days more 
before making an estimate of what the 
total yield in Turkey will probably be, 
the reports sent from the interior vary- 
ing still a great deal. 

After deducting what is now ready 
for shipment, the stock in our market 
will reduced to a little over 1,700 
cases, including about 300 cases of low- 
grade stuff not fit for shipment, and 
only good for being converted into 
“pudding opium.” Last year the stock 
Was 2,850 cases. Arrivals for the season 
up to date amount to 1,416 cases, as 
against 3,471 at same time last year. 

Constantinople, April 15, 1899. 

The week's sales amount to 30 cases, 
at rising prices equal to the equivalent 
of 9d.@8s., f. o b., for druggists’ 
grades. Holders for the moment dec- 
cline to cede further quantity, and are 
maintaining a reserved attitude. Stocks 
have dwindled down to about 240 cases 
of all grades, only about 90 cases being 
druggists’. Bulk of to-day’s stocks will 
most likely be held over until the ap- 
pearance of new crop. The stock po- 
sition, statistically, is unprecedentedly 
strong. New crop prospects, however, 
are good for the time being. 

Constantinople, April 14, 1899. 

Since last Monday the situation is 
quite another one. In the current of 
last week some cases of inferior goods 
were sold at 7s. 94.@7s. 10d., but on Mon- 
day several buyers of importance made 
their appearance, and the price went 
immediately up to 8s. 1d. The proprie- 
tors, expecting higher prices on account 
of the great demand from America, re- 
fused selling at 8s. 1d., and require at 
least 8s. 2d. for this moment, so that 
exporters could buy only 12 cases Bal- 
ukkesser at 8s. 3d.@8s. 6d., and about 
the same quantity of druggists’ for 
America at 7s. 11d. (last week) and 8s. 
ld. on Monday. Not being willing to 
pay more, the business remained on 
these sales, but the demand is still 
present and the Smyrna market is also 
firm. Buyers for America pay now 7s. 
11d.@8s., but are not able to find sellers. 

Smyrna, April 11, 1899. 


With reference to the opium crop, 
very mild winter made the seed spring 
too soon, and when a fortnight ago a 
sudden change came to frost and snow 
it found the plant too tender, and se- 
rious apprehension was generally felt 
for the fate of the crop and made 
growers and holders withdraw from the 
market until they ascertain the amount 
of injury done by the frost. That dam- 
age is caused is generally agreed, but 
to what extent one cannot ‘say before 
thaw sets in and frees the plant.

The advance which has taken place 
abroad in all the heavy chemicals is 
reflected here, ‘especially in alkali and 
caustic soda, both of which are higher, 
especially for prompt delivery, stocks 
of which are not over plentiful. Bicarb. 
soda is in good request, both for ex- 
port and for home consumption, Chlo- 
rate of potash, foreign, is a shade 
firmer, while domestic remains un- 
changed at previous quotations. Stocks 
are light, however, for prompt delivery. 
Arsenic for prompt delivery is firmer. 
tlue vitriol, in sympathy with a strong- 
r copper market, is firmer, and prices

are tending upward. Cream of tartar 
and other light chemicals are all 
steady. Brimstone is weak and de- 


pressed, owing to free offerings of spec- 
ulative lots on the dock. Nitrate of 
soda for April delivery is firmer, owing 
to short sales being covered. The other 
articles show few changes, as detailed 


below. In their circular Messrs, Peter 
R. Quie & Son of Liverpool say: 
“Heavy chemicals have ruled steady 


during the past month, the demand for 
bleaching powder having been espe- 
cially good, and it is hoped that the 
market for chlorine products generally 
will eventually sympathize. Already 
there has been a fair business in chlo- 
rate of soda, although the improved in- 
quiry for chlorate of potash has not yet 
resulted in any transactions of import- 
ance. Anyway, the members of the 
syndicate, as far as can be ascertained, 
are fully determined to maintain prices, 
a powerful section being in favor of es- 
tablishing an advance. Caustic soda 
and ammonia alkali, while not particu- 
larly active, remain steady, in spite of 
the American demand for the latter hav- 
ing apparently ceased. The position of 
salt cake is unchanged. Fertilizers have 
maintained a strong tone right through 
the month, and, with two exceptions, 
close at top figures. Nitrate of soda 
advanced rapidly on rumored attempts 
to force a ‘corner,’ but the tension was 
relieved earlier than expected, and hold- 
ers now show some anxiety to clear. 
Sulphate of ammonia was in urgent de- 
mand at the end of March, short sell- 
ers being again caught, and price hard- 
ened quickly. Since then the market 
as receded slightly, but with limited 
stock and gradually diminishing 
supply a further squeeze is not improb- 
able, Superphosphates, bone com- 
pounds, dried blood and other manures 
remain very firm, raw material contin- 
uing scarce and dear. Nitrate of pot- 
ash (Calcutta 5 per cent.) is still out 
of stock; a small quantity in London 
was sold at high prices, but arrival par- 
cels are now offering on more moderate 
terms. Sulphate of copper, after hang- 
ing fire for some time, suddenly came 
into better request, and makers have 
at last been able to report sales at of- 
ficial combination figures. For several 
months they merely supported the mar- 
ket for the benefit of speculators, who 
had bought early in the season at low 
prices, and whatever business came 
along was done by resellers, but now 
that second-hand lots are cleared out 
makers look for their share of orders. 
Oils and tallow, after a long period of

been treated to a little ‘cold shoulder,’ 
and prices close rather in buyers’ fa- 
vor. As yet there has ben no all-round 
decline of a_ serious nature, though 
various descriptions have given way 
from special causes. Lagos palm oil, 
for instance, has been prejudiced by 
stagnation in the tin plate trade, and is 
considerably below its comparative 
value, but there has been a good busi- 
ness doing in other oils at a slight de- 
cline, and there appears to be no reason 
to view the position with alarm.” :

ALKALI.—In sympathy with a 
stronger and advancing foreign market. 
prices here for domestic high test for 
prompt delivery are firmer. Stocks 
however, are light, and what little there 
is available readily commands full 
prices. Sales are reported of 200 tons 
spot for prompt at 70@75c. for bags f. o. 
b. works. There is more demand for 
forward, and sales have been made of 
several thousand tons of domestic high 
test for next fire at 65c. for bags, f. o. 
b. works. The jobbing demand in this 
section is good, and more or less trouble 
is experienced by dealers to get their 
stocks promptly from the works. Sales 
are reported at 75@85c., as to test, make 
and seller. Foreign high test B. M. is 
in light stock and held firm at 75@80c., 
as to quantity. 

BICARB. SODA.—There is a good ex- 
port demand for prompt delivery as 
well as for home consumption, all of 
which tends to keep stocks low in mak- 
ers’ hands. Prices remain as previously 
quoted at 1%@1%\%c. for ordinary, and 
34@3%4c, for extra grades f. 0. b., as to 
quantity and make, 

CRYSTAL CARBONATE.— 
advance here has been made to cover 
the higher cost abroad, which {s now 
named. There is a good demand both 
for spot and nearby delivery at 1.60c. 
for car lots and 1.70@1.75c. for jobbing 
parcels, as to the size of the order. 
CAUSTIC SODA.—There Is no change 
in the situation except that stocks of 
domestic high test for prompt delivery 
are becoming more concentrated, and 
a Shade higher prices are being ob- 
tained. There is more demand for for- 
ward delivery, and makers generally 
are now quoting 1.40@1.45c. for high 
test f. 0. b. works. For prompt delivery 
however, they are quoting 1.50¢c. and up- 
ward as to test, make and quantity 
Powdered 98 per cent. is also in better 
request, and generally held at 3c. and 
upward, as to make, test and quantity. 

SALT CAKE.—Trade keeps up well, 
both for prompt and forward delivery. 
Several sales are reported for next fire 
at 60c. delivered in the gas belt, and 
at 65c. for prompt delivery. 

SAL SODA.—Domestic makers all re- 
port a good demand for forward 
livery, but for prompt trade 
slow, Prices remain steady at 
usual terms.

The report for the year ended De- 
cember 31 last states that the gross 
profit on trading amounts to £39,965; 
interest and transfer fees increase this 
to £41,262, but, owing to the serious 
depreciation in exchange during the 
past year—which was 17%d. on De- 
cember 31, 1897, and only 124%4d. on De- 
cember 31, 1898—a difference of £6,471 
has to be deducted from that amount, 
which, after the payment of income 
tax and London expenses, leaves the 
sum of £30,301 to be carried to the bal- 
ance sheet. To this must be added 
the sum of £2,807 brought forward last 
year, making the total amount of £33,- 
109 available for distribution. Of this 
an interim dividend of 2% per cent. 
was paid on October 17 last, and the 
directors now recommend a further 
dividend of 5 per cent., making 74% per 
cent. for the year, placing £2,814 to the 
depreciation account, and carrying the 
balance of £2,170 forward. The direc- 
tors cannot but regard this result as 
most satisfactory in view of the ex- 
tremely low price to which nitrate fell 
during the past year, and it has only 
been brought about by the exceptional 
position in which the company stands 
as one of the cheapest producers of 
nitrate. Various proposals have been 
put forward for the formation of a 
new combination, but, as indicated in 
their last report, the directors have 
found. themselves unable to give their 
adherence to any scheme which does 
not take into consideration the excep- 
tionally favorable position in which 
this company is placed by reason of its 
cheap production. The directors have 
given their serious attention to the 
question of the distribution among the 
shareholders of the surplus assets of 
the company. The depreciation ac- 
count will now stand at £62,814, to 
which must be added the sum of £12,- 
185 realized by the sale of the Sol- 
ferino plant and grounds, making a 
total of £75,000, and, subject to the 
approval of the shareholders, they pro-

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Petroleum in the Sagis-Emba Delta. 


The Sagis-Emba delta (Ural Steppes) 
covers an area of about 40,000 square 
kiloms. to the east of the debouchure of 
the River Ural into the Caspian Sea. 
In the eastern part of this district, near 
the junction of the Tersekan with the 
Sagis is a brine spring yielding highly 
oxidized naphtha (bitumen), but the 
proximity of white chalk precludes the 
probability of the source being a rich 
one. Some 15 kiloms. to the southeast 
are several considerable accumulations 
of very sandy asphalt (92.9 per cent. 
sand, 7.1 per cent. bitumen), the edges 
of which show exudations of hard as- 
phalt; soft sandstones impregnated 
with thickened naphtha, and slight ex- 
udations of bitumen, are also found 
here, but the quantity is apparently 
too small and difficulties of transport 
too great to permit of profitable work- 
ing on a large scale. Other occur- 
rences of asphalt are met with about 3 
kiloms. to the southeast of this place, 
also near the caravan station Tersekan, 
4 kiloms. east of the Alascha-Kasgan 
station, near the Kara-Murat and 
Iman-Kara hills, near the Tschili-sai

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station, etc. Again, near the Monaili 
mausoleum, further to the west, there 
is a mud volcano, 2.5 m, high, which 
ejects petroliferous mud; and large 
quantities of a _ pitch-black, heavy 
naphtha are found in a well, 20 m. in 
depth, near by; similar outcrops of 
naphtha being also observed in the 
Bekbeke and Satabaldy marshes near 
the sea, 

On the southern shore of Lake Kara- 
Tschungul—about 100 kiloms. southeast 
of the fishing village Schilaja-Kosa, 
and 40-45 kiloms. east of the Caspian— 
issue several brine wells yielding hy- 
drogen sulphide and naphtha, one of 
which, when cleaned out, yielded about 
20 liters per diem of oil (sp. gr. 0.853), 
of olive green color and quality equal 
to the best Baku crude. The probable 
quantity, however, can only be ascer- 
tained by trial borings. 

Another source also deserving atten- 
tion is found in the saline mud-lake 
Dos-Sor about 100 kiloms. east of Gur- 
jew, where a number of small islands 
of bitumen extend in a north to south 
direction. The oil has a sp, gr. of 0.916, 
and its quality, coupled with the con- 


siderable accompanying outflow of gas, 
points to the presence of a large de- 
posit. A Belgian company, the So- 
ciété Emba-Caspienne, has been formed 
for developing this oil region.—Chem.
